ART AT THE EXPOSITION._ 


A NOTEWORTHY DISPLAY OF PICTURES AND 
STATUARY OF WHICH THE CITY SHOULD 
BE PROUD. 

The Art Committee of the Exposition Com- 
pany is very proud of the exhibit it is now 
making in connection with the thirteenth au- 
nual industrial exposition opened yesterday 
evening, and this pride is probably entirely 
warranted, because, as was said before in the 
first notice on the art gallery, the collection of 


last year’s most important art exhibitions, but 
it also consists largely of the works of Ameri- 
can artists residing abroad, and fairiy repre- 
sénts the achievements of American-boro 
painters. It wouldgerta nly be more gratify- 
ing were the best paintings in the oo.Jection 
the works not only of native American but 
also of resident American artists, and if it were 
possible to discover in the coliection any strong 
trace ot even the beginnings of a purely Ameri- 
can art—an art wh.ch could be ciaimed as the 
natural outgrowth of our natural surround- 
ings and our social conditions. It may be nec 
essary for the young painter to go to France, 
to Italy. or to Germany to acquire the mastery 
ot brush aud palet, to learu the ** technique” 
of his profession, but it is a rather bumi.iating 
fact to see bim turn his back forever upon the 
beauties of bis own country and iguore the in- 
spiration which he migbt draw from his native 
‘mountains, bis native forests, his native lakes 
and shores, his native hamiets, and bis native 
people. We can never have National art until 
the artists to whom tbis country has given life 
acknowledge their obligation to their native 
country and help develop its ideal life. 
An artist who needs that art atmospbere said 
tq exist in the so-calied art centres of Europe 
for nis existence as such is no artist to the 
manner born, else he would create bis own at- 


mosphere. 

There is just one painting in Room A of this 
year’s gallery which is entitied to the adject- 
ve American, and is besides a work of art of 
high merit; it is No. 29. Ready ta Harvest. 
by Miss Anu e C. Shaw of this city. It is a 
landscape, looked at with a poet’s eye, display- 
ing all that richness of color which makes the 
American autumn the producer of the most 
picturesque landscape effects to be found any- 
where 
paintings like this in a collection to which 
American artists bave contributed the lion’s 
share. By way of contrast—not in- 
tended by the Art Committee, per 
baps—there is hung in the same 
room a large canvas pronounced to be the best 
landscape painted these many years, Thomp- 
son’s Un Calvaire,’’ which received a gold 
medal at the Salon of 1884. It represents a 
sheep-pasture of the conventional order—viz. : 
an old sbepherd ia very outiandigh dress of 
an almost impossible color, a number of sheep 
attending strictiy to business, and a solitary 
tree, constructed for apparently no other pur- 
pose than to show that good-for-nothings are, 
after all, the most picturesque things in the 
animate as well asin the inanimate creation. 
These factors are prettily arranged along a 
sandy road running by a hill and iosing itself in 
the distance. There is, besides, lots of grass 
in the piéture, but it must strike aty 
fair-minded looker-on that one will have 
to travel a long. distance before one will 
discern grass of that particular shade. It may 
be that this sickly green which conjured up the 
late fashionable craze of the “crusbed straw- 
berry iu all its hideousness is a fashionable 
color in Pa is art citcles, for it is found in sev- 
eral paintings by men with Englisu names who 
ha ve given French names to their works; for 
instauce, in Henry Bacon's On M'aime Me 
Sutve (No. 303), which is almost offensive in 
its unnatural greenness. That Mr. Thompson 
ia not troubled by versatility is shown by a 
smaller pai..ting of his, hung in Room B in 
such a manner as to make an instantaneous 
comparison with the larger canvas ible— 
this is a Landscape with Sheep’’ (No. -188), 
loaned by Mr. James H. Dole. There is the 
same. old tree, and the same green, and the 
painter's fancy. There are certainly very 
stronger to unvurnished, artistic instincts, such 
as every normaliy-constructed member of the 
buman family should possess, than is done by 
these wonderful sheep-pastures created by Mr. 
Thom peon. 

Great pleasure, Whion is only somewbat al- 
loyed by the considerations touched upon in 
the introduction, is afforded by the works of 
two Americans, Charles Sprague Pearce and 
Edwin Howland Biashfield—the former a fol- 
lower of the French school, who is counted 
among the modern masters; the other an artist 
of very independent aims and considera- 
ble originality. Pearce is a figure-painter 
par excellence, but a master of general com- 

ition, as he shows in “Moments of 
bhougbtfulness” (No. 46), which is oven 
grander as a landsca than as a .figure-piece, 
His “La Prieri (No. 133) is a very strong 
work and sbows considerable German influ- 
ence. It was one ot the gems of the Salon of 
1884. The most charming of Pearce’s works 
is, however, his **Grandmother at 16,“ the 
daintily yet strongly painted figure of a young 
Spaniard, in which colors are finely biended, 
while the pecuiiar character of the subject is 
developed with an artist's clairvoyance. Blasb- 
field's works are of the allegorical order and 
show their producer to be weil up in decorative 
art. His largest work on i exhibition 
is “The Inspiration” (No. 266), which 
has been wisely selected as a 
frontispiece for the catalog. It is bard to de-

Van Pelt is evidently up to his old tricks 
again of so subdividing the city as to make it 
inconvenient, or worse, for the respectable 
voters to get to the poliing - places. and eo facil- 
tate tne work of de gang. “Shoestring” . 
districte appear in a large number of the wards, 
the evident desire having been to include as 
many ‘*‘fine-workers”’ in their limits as possi- 
bie. The Ninth Ward illustrates the scheme 
perhaps better than any other. On the east 
side of Canal street there are no houses from 
Randolph to Washington street. The First 
Precinct is bounded on the east by the river, 
north by Randolph, west by Cunal to 
Monroe and by Clinton from Monroe 
to Van Buren—cleariy not compact and 
contiguous territorry. The object in turning 
off at Monroe is only too evident. It was for 
the purpose of getting in the precinct the Cl in- 
ton street lodging-houses and the “ fue-work- 
ers hvinge there. The Second: Precinct ex- 
tends from Canal to Clinton, and from Ran- 
doiph to Monr de, taking iu several more lodg- 
ing-houses, whose 
„% man the precinct. The Third runs from 
Jefferson to Clinton, and from Randoiph to 
Jackson, and is a block wide. Oue block in 
the southern part of the ward is reserved for 
some particular purpose and put into another 
precinct, 

What may be called a “dandy’’ precinct, 
however, is the Eighth of the Eighteenth, 
which is bounded on the east by the lake, on 
the west by Franklin, on the north by Huron, 
and on the south by Erie. It is just a biock 
wide, and runs irom the lake to Franklin 
street. It is so arranged, ot course, as to take 
in the abodes'o! several ot the most prominent 
Democratic ‘** fine-workers’’ of the North 
Side, and is supposed to embody the Van Pelt 


‘idea of what constitutes compact and contigu 


ous territory. 

The purpose of the gerrymander at the west 
end oi the Sixth Ward, of course, is to incon 
venience the voigrs, who are supposed to be 
largely Republican, and to deter them as much 
as possible from voting. The aim of the work 
in the Ninth Ward js to facilitate voting from 
the lodging-houses, tor as long as the houses 

in aifferent precincts the ** gang *’ can vote 
many astwenty-five or thirty from a dozen 
or more of them. 

A study of the new precincts will show that 
what has been pointed out is not ace dental or 
exceptional, but general ali over the city. In 
the course of their work in the Eleventh Ward 
the managers found it necessary or convenient 
in tw sting the precincts in and out, rail-fence 
fashion, to drop out entirely one block, which, 
accordingly, does not appear in any district. 

Having selected their precincts, the mana- 
gers sent notices to the Democratic commit- 
teemen to name the pollms- places. Wher the 
Republican committeemen reported their list 
yesterday the mupagers were evidently not 
ready to goon with the work and adjourned 
until Monday. The new list of precincts was 
published Sept. 1, and that day the managers 
gave the Republicans notice to present their 
list of Judges tor the Various precincts on or 
betore Sept. 4.

THE WATERWAYS CONVENTION, 

The proceedings of the Waterways Con- 
vention at St. Paul seemed to indicate at first 
considerable sectional rivalry and jealousy, 
but there was an astonishing exhibition of 
“harmony” when the resolutions were 
adopted by unanimous vote. ‘These resolu- 
tions set forth one of the most extravagant 
schemes ever devised by a body of men as in- 
telligent as the delegates to the Waterways 
Convention. For the purpose of ‘securing 
harmonious action they approved every 
scheme that was suggested, placing the en- 
largement of the Illinois & Michigan Canal on 
the same level with matters like the Fox and 
Wisconsin Rivers Improvement fraud,. and 
then demanded an annual appropriation of 
825,000, 000 to carry out the plans ef the con- 
vention. The enlargement of the Llinois & 
Michigan Canal, the construction of the Hen- 
nepin, the improvement of the Mississippi 
(so as to give six feet of water from Cairo to 
the Falls of St. Anthony!), the Missouri, the 
Yellowstone, the Chippewa, the St. Creix, 
the Red, the Fox, and the Wisconsin Rivers 
are all favored with an equal degree of em- 
phasis, and no scheme was deemed too big for 
a place in the plans formulated at St. Paul. 

The scheme of the St. Paul convention is a 
River and Harbor bill on a gigantic scale. 
Congress never attempted such an immense 
log-rollmg scheme as the St. Paul convention 
easily devised in two days. Illinois ha a 
place in the plans proposed, but the people 
of this State would abandon their proposed 
waterway improvements or execute them 
themselves rather than favor the prodigal 
and wasteful expenditure, of public money 
that would be needed to carry out the ideas of 
the recent convention. An annual appropria- 
tion of $25;000,000 for Northwestern rivers 
and capals alone is demanded, but it is clear 
that this would only be a beginning. The 
East would require an equal amount for the 
Delaware Canal and. the improvement of 


schemes and Florida ship-canals, would de- 
mand as much more, while the Pacific coast 
would be content with little less. Then the 
harbor improvements on the lakes and both 


“oceans and the Gulf of Mexico would have to 


be provided for. In order to follow the ex- 
of liberality and unanimity Congress would 
have to appropriate at least $100,000, 000 an- 
nually for so-called improvements that would 
never justify the expenditure of one-fourth 
It is preposterous for anybody 
to claim that all the river and harbor improve- 
ments yet devised would warrant such an 
annual waste af public money. A few of the 
plans advocated by the St. Paul convention 
have merit, others are of very doubtful policy, 
and many are downright frauds. Taken asa 
whole, the stupendous plans for the expend- 
iture of hundreds of millions per annum de- 
serve the condemnation of all reasonable 
men. 

In all probability very few of the delegates 
to the recent convention really believe the 
plans proposed are feasible. The resolutions 
represent a log-rollmg scheme gotten up in 
imitation of the methods followed in Con- 
gress when a River and Harbor bill is under 
consideration. Yet in Congress it is consid- 
ered necessary only to secure enough votes 
to pass the bill; but the St. Paul co vention 
was determined to be unanimous, and hence 
included the plans of every delegate, how- 
ever magnificent they happened. to be. If 
the convention had made an honest and intel- 
ligent effort to select such plans as are feasi- 
ble the vote might not have been unanimous, 
but the action would have carried some 
weight. As it is, the convention has proved 
how easy it is for a body of men to get to- 
gether and vote away (in their minds’ eye) 
hundreds of millions of the people's money 
in a grand, benevolent, log-rolling ‘scheme 
embracing everything in general and-nothing 
in particular. ; 

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The Chicago public schools will open to- 
morrow under favorable conditions. The 
school year that closed in June was the most 
profitable in the history of the city. The 
school year which begins tomorrow promises 
to be even more useful. The experiments 
of last year will be adopted permanently this 
year, after having stood the test of criticism 
am experience, The accommodations for 
pupils have been increased during the vaca- 

tion, and Monday morning will find almost 
1,400 well-trained teachers prepared to enter 
on the instruction of over 80,000 pupils. 
Seventy well-appointed class-rooms will be 
opened for the first time. One hundred were 
added during the last year, and 100 additional 
rooms will be provided the current season. 

Yet such is the marvelous growth of Chi- 
cago that accommodation will be still lacking. 
Ai the end of last year 12,000 pupils were 
given only half a day’s instruction, so that all 
who applied might have a share jn the ad- 
vantages of school. It is probable that as 
many will have, to put up with half-day 
schooling during the first part of the year. 
The Common Council has made generous ap- 
propriations for new buildings, and the Board 
of Education has not been slow to use the 
money thus granted; still there is not room 
enough. For the current fiscal year 8800, 000 
has been appropriated for buildings and sites. 
This amount ought te provide for sixteen 
‘grammar and primary schools. But the num- 
ber will not be sufficient, 

The increased attendance at the schools 
does not arise wholly from the growth of the 
city. It comes largely from the growing 
pupularity of the schools themselves and the 
system of education pursued in them. Chil- 
dren are often withdrawn by their parents 
from private and parochial educational estab- 
lishnients and sent to the public schools be- 
cause of the superior advantages of the latter 
institutions arising trom the better methods 
of instruction which are pursued in them. 
The following figures are instructive: The 
enrollment for 1880-81 was 63,141; in 1881-82 
it was 68,614; the following year it was 
72,509. In 188384 the emoliment was 
76,044; last year it reached 80, 000. This 
progress has been unparalleled in the history 
of the public schools of this or any other city.

The members of 
the Board of Education have wisely per- 
mitted Mr. Howland to attend to the peda- 
gogical work, They have attended to the 
business of the schools, auditing bills, letting 
contracts, etc. This has been to the advan- 
tage of the schools, and Chicago can now 


boast of the best system of public education | 


in the country. It costs over $2,000,000 an- 
nually, but there is not a parent of a child 
attending the schools or a-public-spirited citi- 
zen who will not acknowledge that it is 


cheap at the price. 


GEN. BLACK AND MISS SWEET. 

A Washington correspondent states that it 
is asserted there on the authority of promi- 
nent Democrats and mugwumps that ‘‘ not 
one-third of the efforts which have been made 
to get Miss Ada Sweet out of the Chicago 
Pension Agency are known to the public.” 
The people know already that Gen. Black 
has been guilty of many disgrageful acts in 
his attempt to remove Miss Sweet, and there 


are good reasons to believe that the Wash- 


ington correspondent is correct in saying that 
the half of this matter has not been told. 
The truth, no doubt, is that Gen. Black 
promised the pension agency to some of his 
Democratic henchmen, and in the effort to 
make good his pledge thinks himself jus- 
tified m resortmg to both faig means and 
foul. By a stretch of courtesy it might be 
imagined that there was some fairness in 
Black's course when he invited Miss Sweet 
to resign for reasons not personal to her- 
self,” and at the same time complimented 
her on the manner in which she had dis- 
charged the duties of her office; but since the 
failure of that attempt Black’s efforts to 
create a vacancy in the Chicago Pension 
Agency have been uniformly disgraceful and 
unmanly. 

It is stated that Gen. Black has tried 
three or four methods to force the removal of 
Miss Sweet.” The first method was not very 
manly, but still Black was acting under such 
a pressure that he might have been pardoned 
for ‘uviting Miss Sweet to give up her office 
before the expiration of her term in order to 
accommodate some of his party friends. 
There is, however, no possible excuse for 
the despicable attempts that have since been 
made to force the removal of Miss Sweet. A 
few weeks ago it“ was, announced that 
Black had discovered that “the names of 500 
persons who had lost the right to draw pen- 
sions were still carried on the rolls of the 
Chicago office.” 
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The purpose of this state- | 


ment was to prejudice the public against Miss | 


Sweet and prepare the way for her removal. 
Itis no doubt true that the names of pension- 
ers who have died may still be found on the 
rolls, but the implied charge that payments 
continue to be made is-entirely false. When 
deaths are not reported the names may con- 
tinue on the rolls for some time, but this does 
not imply that the pensions are drawn by im- 
postors. The Pension Agent is not charged 
with the duty of investigating these cases, but 
such work belongs to the Special Agents, The 
same state of affairs no doubt is true in every 
large office in the country, and the publica- 
tion of this statement in regard to Miss 
Sweet's office was simply an attempt to raise 
by implication a charge that nobody could be 
found to make directly. 

Another of Gen. Black’s methods, it seems, 
is to have Miss Sweet and her office shad- 
owed by detectives in the hope of finding 
some pretext for her removal. A Washing- 
ton telegram says that Miss Sweet and her 
office have been shadowed by detectives and 
special agents as though she were a rufflan.“ 
Still it has been found impossible to secure 
anything that will justify her removal. Gen. 
Black ought to understand that his friends 
in Illinois are deeply chagrjned by his treat- 
ment of Miss Sweet, who, as the daughter of 
aallant Union soldier, might be supposed 
to be entitled to ordinary courtesy at least. 
Gen. Black used be esteemed a man of 
gallantry and courage, but since he joined the 


Democratic spoils hunt he is willing to make 


war on women, as shown by his despicable 
and unmanly course toward Miss Ada Sweet. 


EXIT PATAGONIA, 

No country in South America, perhaps, 
has been more familiar to the schoolboy than 
Patagonia, partly because in bounding that 
continent Patagonia was impressed upon his 
memory as being its southern, extremity and 
partly because of an air of mystery being about 
it. Other countries were well known, and 
the schoolboy toiling through his geography 
was so well supplied with facts about them 
that he ceased to be interested in them, but 
Patagonia opened up a wide figld for. the 
imagination, and he consequently peopled it 
with extraordinary tribes of giant Indians 
and regarded it as abounding with colossal 
volcanoes, grassy plains covered with mill- 
ions of wild horses and cattle, mines rich in 
diamonds and other jewels, mysterious cav- 
erns ana huge rocks, while its southern ex- 
tremity, Terre del Fuego, most mysterious of 
all, was a special source of delight which 


every youth has wished to explore at a safe 


distance, or at least to witness as an event in 
natural pyrotechnies- La sort of continuous 
Fourth of July celebration not to be found 
in any other part of the world. 

The generations of schoolboys yet to come 
upon the scene before school closes forever 
will not share this interest in the toe end of 


South America. There will be no Patago- 


nia upon theirmaps. The mystery has gone 
forever as well as the country. The Land of 
Fire will no longer loom up luridly in the 
juvenile imagination. The hereulean In- 
dians will no longer chase wild horses over 
the plains of grass or wage Titanic battles 
on the backbone of the Andes, which is 
it os coccygis at the Straits of Magellan. 
too have gone and left no sign. By Men 
bined efforts of the Argentine Republic and 
Chili, Patagonia has been absorbed and di- 
vided between them, the former taking all 
east of the Andes, including the pampas 
country, and Chili the seacoast, or all west 
of the Andes, the islands, and the Straits of 
Magellan. The change does not particularly 
alter the physiognomy of the Argentine Re- 
public, but Chili, which has always looked 
as jean as a lath, will hereafter stretch out 
8 lank clothes- pole, or, as the cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun, who gives 


the news of the absorption to the world, * 
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boundary line, the River Negro, and making 
depredations along the southern frontier of 
the Argentine Republic.| Both that country 
and Chili for many years have been seeking 
pretexts for stealing Patagonia and dividing 
it up between themselves, These raids were 
eagerly seized upon as ‘sufficient cause for 
an invasion, The Aramative Gegeral, Roca, 

was sent down there to discipline them and 
he did his duty most effectively. While the 
Indians were absent in the mountains he 
ordered his ‘soldiers to dig a ditch twelve 
feet wide, fifteen feet deep, and several miles 


in length, and when this work was accom- 


plished his troops got in their rear and drove 
them towards it, They were unaware that it 
had been made, and in their igno- 
rance and terror they fell into it 
by thousands, men, women, horses, and 
children, in a promiscuous mass. None of 
them escaped, as those who tried to crawl out 
were dispatched by the sabres of the merci- 
less cavalry. The troops then returned to 
the vicinity of the mountaius and completed 
their work by corraling those who were not 


in the main force and these were sent into 


the Republic as slaves. The population hav- 
ing been completely wiped out, the two 
countries then divided the spoils between 
themselves as we have already described. 
Thus Patagonia has disappeared from the 
maps. Perhaps it will be better for the de- 
velopment of that region, which is not the 
barren, fruitless country it has been supposed 
to be, but in many parts of it is surprisingly 
rich and possessed of mineral resources of 
great promise, The steal is called one of the 
triumphs of civilization, and perhaps it is, 
but it is pitiable that the triumphs of civilt- 
zation must be obtained by such brutal and 
bloody atrocities as that which has disgraced 
the two South American Republics who have 
gobbled up the Patagonia of our school days 
and wiped it off the map.

the domain of pfattical | politics until the 
Clerkenwell explosions and the Fenian re- 
bellion. The social war in Ireland in 1879- 
80 made the 2 P68 Land aut a possi- 
bility. 

Indeed, if there is any one thing that his- 
tory has taught the Irish it is that they have 
nothing to hope from English good will; 
much to hope from English fears. Mr. Par- 
nell can afford to disregard the selemn warn- 
ings of the Daily News, justas he may laugh 
at the statement of the Nmes and of Lord 
Hartington, that his demands must be met 
by the words never and impossible.“

lary have been used by English statesmen 
and newspapers at the beginning of every 
Irish agitation. - They have ceased to frighten 
the Celts. Parnell knows the men he 
is dealing with. He replies to the 

non possumus of the Whig leader and his 
organ by saying: Ik it be sought to make it 
impossible for our country to obtain the 
right of administering our own affairs, we 
„ill make all other things impossible for 
„those who so seek,” These are the words 
of a man whg, as Mr. Gladstone observes, 
carefully weighs what he says. He knows 
that the power of the Hartingtons and of the 
constituency of the Times is on the wane, 
that the democracy'of England will have a 
large share in the government of that coun- 
try for the future; he has gaged his own 
strength, and despite the gloomy predictions 
of his opponents he ventures to say: I de- 
‘“sirenow to express my fullest conviction 
„that the Irish people are on the brink of 
victory in this struggle.” 

He ridicuies the statement that his recent

and thinker tor the Liberals, has spoken of 
Parnell with respect, not to repudiate him or 
to proclaim resistance to his de- 
mands; and Lord Randolph Churchill, 
the Tory leader, in his speech at 
Sheffield did not dare allude to Mr. Parnell’s 
attitude, much to the chagrin of the Liberals. 
Tue TRIBUNE’s cable dispatches of yester- 
day indicate that both the Liberals and Tories 
are anxious to make terms with Parnell. It 
is merely a question whe shall get there first 
and how much Mr. Parnell will accept in the 
way of concession. The papers may write 
of truces with treason and disappointed

Aft- 
er giving the subject as much thought as 
was possible to his ci mind, he settled 
down upon three things which he deemed es- 
sential to his entertalnment—horses, bacca- 
rat, and trousers. As he has now run 
through his $300,000 in three years’ time, it 
is evident that he spread himself over too 
much area, and that if he had coufined him- 
self to any one of his three forms of amuse- 
ment he would have lasted three times longer 
than he has and thus would have had three 
times as much fun, 

As nearly as can be ascertained he seems 
to have squandered his fortune in three 
equal parts—viz.: $100,000 on horses, $100,- 
000 on baccarat, and $100,000 on trousers. If 
he had omitted the trousers from his scheme 
of dissipation he might have lasted longer, 
for losses on horses and cards are very often 
offset with gains; but unfortunately the 
margin left for future betting was wasted 
on trousers, which contain no possibilities of 
profit, as old-clothes men pay little or nothing 
for them and moths will corrupt them. As 
an investment, therefore, trousers are not 
gilt-edged, and yet the King of the Dudes 
not only had a fresh suit for every day in the 
year, but his average number of presentable 
trousers was 500. ‘[o mamtain this stand- 
ard he must have replenished his stock with 
several pairs of new ones a day, for such a 
creature would never wear them after 
they became baggy, and no tailor has 
yet discovered the secret of preventing 
that peculiarity.

THE DRAMA. 


“WHAT'S HECUBA TO HER?” 
To a woman like Ciara Morris the world of 


Shadows les outside the theatre; the stage is 


real life itself. It is people in their everyday 
affairs who act, wbo are forever veiling from 


men’s eyes the inmost secrets of their Learis 
and feigning emotions that they cannot feel; 


but she does not act—she feels. Like every 


_ @tber person, she may act ber personal life of 


the world; but the lives of ber characters 
she lives. Her art is the. stripping of 
the veil from human nature, the exposure of 


‘the springs of tears and sorrow, and the reve- 


lation of those sensative heartstrings which 


stir at the touch of parhos, but which every 
one naturally seeks to hide because the touch 
that awakens them is pain. Howshe can night 
after night lay bare her inner soul, her secret 
self (tor this is what her art amounts to) 
to the gaze of the curious as well as the 
sympathetic—to the cold-blooded women 
who sit within a few fect of her in the 
boxes and wonder at the exposure of depths 
of passion which their shallow natures cannot 
attempt to sound—how sbe can go tbrough 
this ordeal, which must be the bardest in her 
professional hfe, is something which she must 


permit at least one close observer of her work 


to regard as a sort of ruthless self-sacrifice 
and self-immolation. For to say, as some do, 
that this actress can move an audience 
to tears by merely feigning an emothen 
is absurd to any tpectator who has the use of 
eyes and judgment. She never holds her au- 
dience spelibound, sbe never produces any 
great effect save when she herself is thorough- 
ly possessed by the passion she is portraying. 
But intense feeling, by the very nerve-tension 
that it implies, cannot be lasting, and sbe per- 
force seeks relief now and then hy some ap- 
parentiy eccentric or freakish device. It has 
been said of ber. for instance, that in the 
most critical moments, when ber power over 


ber bearers was at its hight, she has muttered

She would be a better artist it she could feign 


some ridiculous aside to those on the stage 
with her, and this has been taken as an indica- 
tion that ber emotion is never genuine. It 


proves just the contrary—it proves that the 


emotion is genuine, and that the strain being 
severe some Sudden relaxation becomes neces- 
gary to the overwrought nerves. Of course, 
artistic teeliug, or the emotion produced by 
the act of the imagination, is not 
sincere as in nature; 
but although insincere it is no less real. 
“What's Hecuba to him or he to Hecudbar“ 
Hamlet asked when the player burst into tears 
before his astonished eyes. Hecuba was noth- 
ing to that wandering Danish actor, but ber 
woes were everything as expressing the pro- 
foundest pathos of humannature.

This excessive sensi- 
bility is the bighest of uatural gifts for the 
stage, und it is the secret of the at 
present unequaled power of Ciara Morris; but 
after all it makes but one side ot acting. It 
wakes the actress great in the ciimacteric 
points of ber work, but over the level pla of 
impersonation and character-paintiag it can- 
not guide her. Her sbortcomings lie not here, 
but in the scientitic or inteliectual side of act- 
ing, where inspiration is utterly useless and 


where art alone must be relied upon.

“It is stated that you intend to revive some 
of Burton's parts?” said a New York reporter 
to Mr. William Florence, who bad just returned 
trom bis summer's fishing exeursion. 

„es, before concluding our engagement at 
Daly’s Theatre 1 intend to present the drama- 
tization of Dickens’ Dombey and Son.“ Capt. 
Cuttie was always a favorit part of mine, apd 
since the death of Burton I have done it sev- 
eral times on both sides of the Atlantic. Dick- 
ens saw me play it once, and upon meeting him 
after the performance I ‘apologized to bim for 
my own interpolations, or ‘gags,’ as we call 
them. O. no excuses,’ he said; ‘everything 
you said was just what such a man as Capt. 
Cuttle would have said, and „ suited the 
character very well.“ The last time I played 
the part was lust tall at the Walnut Street The- 
atre, Philadelphia, at a matinée. The house 
wa’ crowded, many old playgoers who remem- 
bered Burton in the character being present, 
and it was a genuine pleasure to me to realize 
that these old plays were pot forgotten. 

Do you tollow Burton’s interpretation of 
the part? 

Considering that I acted with Burton, it is 
but natural that my first ideas of the character 
were, in some degree, copied from him, but I 
suppose that time and familiarity‘with it have 
made the part as now played almost my own. 

Now.“ said Mr. Florence as his visitor was 
leaving, I have spoken of my work, my proj- 
ects, and my hopes. Let me refer to a subject 


that is far from pleasant. I visited poor John 


McCullough at Bloomingdale Asylum the other 
day and I cannot express to you how his 
changed condition impressed me. He is con- 
stantiy declining, both physically and mentally. 
He taiked rationally for a time, and when I re- 
marked that it was pleasant and coobin the 
house, he looked at me for a moment, then 
said.

I attend con- 
certs in my dreams, at which I bear the most 
wonderful compositions.“ Strauss leads a 
very retired life and seldom goes to the thea- 
tre. Hecomplains of the lack of good libret- 
tos, and thinks that of all those he has been 
able to secure Die Fledermaus is the best. 


RUBINSTEEN’S ** MOSES.”’ 

Anton Rubinstein writes to a friend concern- 
ing his latest opera as foliows: ‘* My Moses 
is perhaps the most impractical work a com- 
poser ever undertook, and still I labor on it 
with migbt and main until it is completed. It 
will take two hours to perform it; and it will 
be too theatrical for a concert, too oratorical 
for the stage—in short, it is the type of what 
has been for years my ideal of the ecolesias- 
tical opera.”

“ ANGLOMANIA HALL.” 


A. T. STEWART’S CATHEDRAL SCHOOL OF 
ST. PAUL BEUVOMING “QUITE ENGLISH, YOU 


KNOW.” 

New York, Sept. 5.—([Special.|—The con- 
tinuance of the Cathedral School of St. Paul 
has become a subject of discussion. This in- 
stitution is a part of the Garden City project of 
the iate Alexander T. Stewart, and the singular 
manner in which it is being carried out gives 
rise to different guesses as to the real inten- 
tion. A verse in the tropical song of a current 
burlesque, It's English, you know, so Eu- 
glish,“ is this week devoted to the school, on 
account of the entirely English style of the 
concern, which has also come to be known as 
**Anglomania Hall.” Notbing American is 
permitted in the conduct of its affairs, 
and the closest aping of English man- 
ners by our dudes is weak and crude 
compared with this great achievement. 
There is no President or Principal, but a 
** Head-Master.’’ The classes are not desig- 


nated by the years of their graduation, after 


the way known in the United States, but each 
of the six is called a form.“ The two terms 
of the school year are the Easter Half and 
the Christmas Half.“ The vacations are re- 
cesses."" The baggage of the pupils is received 
ina “luggage department,” the cars in which 
the trunks come are mentioned in a printed 
notice as vans,“ and in many other ways a 
semblance of English life is matntained. The 
echool is under the official control of Bishop 
Littlejonn of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese 
of Long Island, and to him the British aspect 
is by many attributed, while others impute it 
to the Widow Stewart, and a few, taking the 
conversion of the Stewart Women’s Hotel into 
a purely business enterprise, deciare that the 
peculiar management of St. Paul's School will 
quickly result in an abandonment of it as a 
philanthropic establishment. 

The school building is a big, beautiful strict- 
ure in stone and brick, English Gothic in arch- 
itecture, and second only to the Stewart Me- 
morial Church, or Cathedral of the Incarna- 
tion, as a feature of Garden City. It can 
house 500 boys luxuriously. The chapel, class- 
rooms, drill-hall for military exercises, and the 
chambers for faculty and pupils are finer than 
those of any college in the land. The scheme 
of the dead merchant included a school for 
oe and one for divinity students, but neither 

as yet been erected, and it is surmised that 
they wil! not be. This idea is based on the 
small success thus far of St. Paul's School. 
There has been one term, ending last June, 
and only thirty-one: boys were domiciled, in- 
cluding fourteen who received maintenance and 
instruction gratuitously in return for singing in 
the cathedral chorus. The next term will be- 
gin the 23d of this month. A seemingly genu- 
ine effort is being made to recruit pupils, espe- 
cially from the wealthy families of New York 
and in circles wherein the Angiomaniac feat- 
ures might be supposed to prove attractive. 
The school experiment is costing about $100,000 
ayear out of the Stewart estate, besides the 
permanent investment. 

Head-Master Charles Sturtevant Moore has 
written an open letter to Bishop Littlejonn, 
taking the ground that St. Paul's School is in 
effect a diocesan institution, inasmuch as it is 
an adjunct of the Cathedral of the Incarna- 
tion, connected with which is a magnificent of- 
ficial residence for the Bishop, who is also 
nominally at the head of the school.

MASCULINE FASHIONS. 


Boston Herald: The eveniug full-drest suit 
of the coming season will vary but littie ip 
actual appearance from that of preceding 
years. The coat, as a rule, will be made of 
fine diagonal worsted cloth, although for eider- 


ly gentlemen broadcioth is frequently worn. 


The fronts of the garment are so cut that when 
lying close into the body the ends of the roll 
Will meet. The well-peaked lapels are to be ex- 
ceedingly light, with five button-holes, a trifle 
below the third of which they are made to turn. 
Suk facing covers the lapels to the button- 


holes. The collar is to be made a trifie less in 


width than the top of the lapel, its outer edges 
raoging very nearly with the outside edges of 
the lapel. The edges are bound about one- 
eighth of an inch in width, and the garment’s 
corners are ali siightly rounded. 

Within thé last two years there has been a 
gradual but marked change in the cutting of 


trousers. The change is undoubtedly for me 


better. The skin-tigut garments of the 
last few years are to be known no more, Man's 
leg covering is still to be shapely—that is, 
neither verging on bagginess nor tightness. 
The trousers for full dress will follow this 
rule, and at the bottom wil this year end with 
a very slight spring, and in many cases & nar- 
row binding will be sewed on the seams at the 
sides, The vest varies but slightly from those 
heretofore worn. The opening is very decided, 
and in form should be somewhat of the shape 
of ashield. The buttons are four in number, 
and are about two inches apart. The garment 
is finished with a collar that rolls lightiy. 

For day dress we bave nothing but the 
Prince-Albert coat, which in form is a double- 
breasted frock. This is made of a matérial sim- 
ilar to that of the dress-coat—that is to say, of a 
very small biack diagnal worsted, but 4 very 
dark blue is perhaps admissible. The ent 
closes with four buttons and rolls somewhat 
lower than in seasons past. Its lapels are light 
and peaked and the silk facing must be made 
to show only to the buttonholes. One may 
either flat-braid the edges or bind them nar- 
row. The trousers are almost invariably to be 
made of a lighter material than the coat; in 


pattern or color, however, they must not be at 


ali pronounced. 

The four-button cutaway will be, as it always 
has been, a very popular style of coat for street 
and general wear, and is a garment that looks 
well upon almost anybody. Its length will not 
vary from that of last season, although the roll 
is somewhat lower. The lapels and collar will 
be made a medium width, while the sieeves are 
not at all tight, but still are kept shapely to 
conform with the general shape of the trousers. 
The reason of this will be easily seen when it is 
known that the appearance of a man wearing 
tight pantaloons and having very loose sleeves 
to his coat is extremely ridiculous. 

The three-button cutaway wii! be worn much 
during the fall months, but, as it is not a par- 
tloularly-warm garment, it will probably give 
way to other styles during the winter. It is cut 
exactly like the coat with four buttons, ex- 
cepting that it is shorter and shows more of 
the lower part of the vest. Should the ma- 
terial used in the making of these coats be of 
dark worsted the edges must be braided, but a 
stitched edge is proper when fancy goods of 
the same material are used. The trousers are 


ot a lighter color than the coat when the latter 


is made of diagonal worsted, and they are 
either made of plaid check or striped material. 
The vest is of the same material as the coat 
and is worn with a notched collar. 

There has never been a winter season, per- 
haps, when the sack-coat has not been more 


close-fitting, but will conform in a 
manoer to the figure of the wearer. 
pockets will have flaps, to go in or out, the 
outside breast-pocket being finished with a 
welt. This style of garment is worn. with 
trousers and vest of the same m 
suits are almost invariably made from fanoy 
suitings, and are generally double-stitohed at 
the edge, but, should darker material be used, 
the edges are generally finished with flat 
braid, rather wider than is used for suits of an- 
otber cut.

The German army, although not the largest 
in Europe, is by reason of the excellence of its 
organization and its remarkable successes in 
recent times justly entitled to the first place. 
among European armies. All the other great 
| Continental armies have taken it for a model. 
The Prussian system was the result of the 
disasters which befell that country during the 
wars with the first Napoleon. The German 
system is based on universal liability to service 
in the army. Every German capable of bear- 
ing arms has to be in the standing army for 
seven years, as a rule from the finished 20th 
until the commencing 28th year of his 
age. Of the seven years tiree must be 
spent ia active service, and the remain- 
ing four in the army of reserves. At 
the end of this term the soldier enters the land- 
wehr or militia for five years, being liable to 
be called upon twice for military practice, and 
to be incorporated in the regular army in time 
of war. On leaving the landwelir the soldier is 
finally enrolled until the age of 50 in the land- 
sturm, which body is only called upon for 
service in case of invasion. Briefly stated, the 
whole male population of Germany may be 
said to be trained to arms for offensive war- 
fare from the age of 20 to 32, for defensive 
warfare from 82 to 50. German army 
consists of 161 regiments of ipfantry, twenty 
battalions of jager or rie ninety-tbree 
regiments of —---envatry;" 1 
ments of artillery, twenty-one battalions 
of engineers, and eighteen battalions of 
military train.

It negatived all hope of progress 
and forbade all thought of expansion. Of 
course Mr. Chamberlain must notice it, and 
the understanding is that he will be peremp- 
tory and unflinching in bis comments, If it 
were equally certain that Lord Hartington 
would stand by his gnns, then a definit split in 
the Liberal party must be unavoidable. But 
why? The leader’s past career has been a long 
record of surrenders, evacuations, and retreats, 
and no one quite believes that he bas his 
courage now screwed to the sticking point. The 
prospect of disunion is great enough, bowever, 


to alarm the Liberal politicians. This and the 


threatening attitude of the Irish party are 
gradually strengthening the convicuon that 
the next Parliament will be a short, turbulent, 
and ingiorious affair, and numbers ot intend- 
ing candidates are drawing out of the race on 
this account—notably among young men who 
hoped to make their débuts, but who cannot 
afford to do so if Parliament is to be short- 
lived. 

Since Lord Hartington's speech the betting 
on the next Government, which heretof ore has 
been beavily Liberal, has become about even. 
Lord Randolph Churchill's speeches are thus 
far showing none of the constructive ability 
which the Tories had hoped for. He is simply 
ringing the changes on the Liberal divisions 
and discord and offering nothing in their stead 
but am organized and creediess appetite for of- 
fice.

IN PAINTING BOSTON RED THE CHAMPION 
‘PUGILIST is THROWN OUT OF A BUGGY IN 
A RUNAWAY, AND NEARLY BREAKS HIS 
NECK, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 5.—(Special.|—John L. 
Sullivan came home from Cincinnati Thursday 
with more money than glory. Friday he hired 
a horse and buggy and started out for a 
time. He invited his sister's little boy 
to go with him, and together they raced 
about the streets of thecity in the most reck- 
less fashion. Those who saw Sullivan and his 
method of driving expected a smasb-up. At 
about 5 o'clock the boy said he 
wanted to go home. 80 the champion 
left the child with his grandmother. 
Sullivan then ‘sta ted back, urging his 
norte to bis utmost speed. The team turned 
into Shawmut avenue, making the corner on 
two wheels, the others whizzing in the air like 
pinwheels. Straightening out the trotter flew 
down Shawmut avenue, the wheels of the 
buggy in the car track. Reaching. the 
corner of Camden street and the 
avenue Sullivan turned the horse to the right. 
He made too stort a turn, or else the horse was 
going too fast, for the buggy, after balancing 
on two wheels for asecond or two, went over 
witu a crash, throwing the drunken prize- 
fighter with terrible force into the street. 

The bystanders hurried to Sullivan's assist- 
ance, expecting to find him with his neck 
broken. Sullivan lay motioniess on the pave- 
ment, partially uneonscious. Blood was 
trickling from a cut in the back of his head. 
One man took hum by the shoulders and another 
by the legs, ‘gtendmg to carry bim to 
a neighboring stabie. Sullivan suddeuly came 
to and struggied to his feet. He had a cut on 
hie head, a bruised right arm and wrist, a bad- 
ly shaken up body, and his new $20 trousers 
were torn badly on one leg.

THE PAPER PUBLISHED AT THE ELMIRA 
REFORMATORY BEING USED TO BOOST 
GOV. HILL AND HIS POLITICAL FORTUNES. 
New YorK, Sept. 5.—|Special.]—A ripple in 

politics is causing as much comment just now 

as a big ordinary wave usually does. The El- 
mira Reformatory is a public prison to which 
are sent youthful prisoners for whose reforma- 
tion it is deemed worth while to make an ef- 
fort. A complicated system of inculcating 
good morals in the vicious inmates by means 
of the most rigid discipline, coupled with re- 
wards for improvement and a shortening of 
the terms of imprisonment for those who earn 
the consideration, bas been invented by Super- 
intendent Brockway, who has long been re- 
garded as both an enthusiast and a practical 
expert in the science of prison manage- 
ment. Mr. Brockway has one doctrine which 
meets with dispute by many who bave 
familiarized themselves with his management 
of the reformatory. He will not let a news- 
paper be seen by one of his convicts. “ It 
would be impossible, be said recently, to 
accomplish anything towards the reformation 
of these young men if the newspapers of the 
day, the leading dailies of the great cities, that 
give the criminal news of the world, were ad- 
mitted to this institution. Formerly it was 


the practice to read to them a summary et 


events, excepting reports of crimes and punish- 
ments; but about a year ago a weekly journal 
called the Summary was established. It was 
edited by Brockway, and ft contained an ep it- 
ome of other news than that relating tocrime, 
along with articles on morality and religion. 
This sheet is issued regculariy. Of late it has 
been freely tinctured with politics. Eimira is 
the home of Gov. Hill, and the look of it was 
as though it was being used in his interest. At 
first this was joked about, and it became a say- 
ing that the reformed prisoners would emerge 
to vote for Hill. But asober phase of the mat- 
ter is revealed in the distribution of very 
heavy editions through the mails to men in 
this city and throughout the State. Inasmuch 
as the Summary is printed at the pubiic’s ex- 
pense, and the cost of editing and postage is 
charged to the taxpayers, too, the thing struck 
most people as a decided abuse. This week's 
issue is largely devoted to a discussion<favor- 
able to Hill’s campaign for the Gubernatorial 
nomination and of the asserted quarre! between 
Mr. Tilden and Mr. Cleveland. A strong int! 
mation has been forwarded to Brockway that, 
should Hill be defeated, vengeance would fall 
on him, He responded with a denial that be 
was at hn responsible either for the politics of 
the paper or for the sending of it broadcast 
through the State. He has already resigned 
the editorship, and will publish an announce-. 
ment to that effect. But the agitation is likely 
to kill the Summary, for several New York City 
members of the Legislature, ardent advocates 
of Edward Cooper against Hill, vow that they 
will have a bill passed squeiching the publica- 
tion, on the ground that such a sheet, suppress- 
ing all the news of the prosecution and punish- 
ment of criminals, does more barm than good 
to the convicts in the reformatory.

up that be vould ever see the sky, in the early 
part of the century was born the man who hag 
the finest eye for the beauties of the natural 
world and the most eloquent pen in describing 
them that the century has produced. 

I will make no exception of poet or painter 


in this statement, for John Ruskin sees more. 


and better than any poet of the day, and can 
give in words 8 more vivid picture of a scene 
he loves than any painter can produce. 

Indeed, few men have lived at any time who 
could color a landscape as Ruskin colors it or 
who have so delicate an eye for the shyest and 
most sequestered beauties as has this poet- 
painter of whom we write. Probably Words- 
worth comes nearer to Ruskin than any other 
modern writer in his love of the natural 
world, and he bas given us the finest desorip- 
tions we have of some phases of Nature, but 
there isa giow and a depth of feeling about 
Ruskin’s descriptions which even Wordsworth 
lacks. A real worship of Nature runs through 
all that he has written. Think of a child with 
such a nature as this brought up in a crowded 
city—a city unlike many. others, especially in 
this country and on the Continent, where 
many lovely glimpses of Nature may 
be had from open squares or 
streets leading out into lovely country roads. 
In New York one can hardly walk anywhere 
without catching glimpses of the water and 
the shores of New Jersey or Long Island, 

Most boys, we fancy, penetrate to the Bat- 
tery and enjoy its superb outlook, or they have 
the run of Central Park, where they make a 
sort of acquaintance with Nature, which, if 
somewhat artificial, is much better than no 
knowledge at all. In Edinburg the inhabitants 
live under the shadow of its two fantastic moun- 
tains, and trom their windows can trace the 
windings of its glittering Frith. Not even the 
lofty houses of the Canongate or the battle- 
ments of the castie afford the eye an equal 
pleasure. 

In Venice even the Palace of the Doge, the 
most beautiful buildmg in the world, or the 
matchless walls of fair St. Mark's, can keep 
the eye from seeking the blue waters of the 
Adriatic or the purpie outlines of the Alps. 
Beautiful Verona has a broad and rushing 
river of deep biue sweeping through the heart 
of it; it bas an environment of cliffs, where 
grow the cypress and the olive, and a far-away 
view of the St. Gothard Alps. Rome, from its 
amphitheatre of hills, has views of- unrivaled 
loveliness, and its broad Campagna is a picture 
in itself. Paris even has its charms ot ex- 
ternal nature, as have all the cities of the New 
World, but London is grim and gray, and bare 
and desolate, wrapped in eternal fog. 
course there is the Thames, and there are 
lovely suburbs, but I mean that vast, densely- 
crowded part of the city proper which we 
think of when we say Londoi. 

HIS EBARLY LIFE. 

Ruskin was once taken when a child to the 
brow of the crags overlooking Derwentwater, 
and he tells of the intense joy mingied with 
awe that I had in lookimg through the hollows 
in the mossy roots Over the craginto the dark 
lake, and which has associated itself more or 
less with all twining roots of trees ever since.“ 
He also speaks of bis joy in first treading on the 
grass, and, indeed, each fresh bit of acquaint- 
ance which be made with Nature gave him un- 
bounded delight. His mother, who was a very 
religious woman, used to oblige him to learn 
long chapters of the Bible by heart at a very 
eariy age, and his favorit chapters 
were always from the. Psalms, where 
there is so much ol grand and 
glowing poetry. It was a fine diet 
for such a child as he, or, indeed, 
for any child, and he attributes his taste tor 
the fine things in literature to his early knowl- 
edge of the matchless poetry of the Bible. 
Doubtless it gave also that devotional bent to 
his mind which has been one of his most strik- 

characteristics through life. 
essentially religious as one of the old Hebrew 
prophets, and has brought forward his religious 
precepts in season and out of season ever since 
de began to write. He was taken on his travels 
when but a boy, and saw most of the beauties 
of Europe,before he went to Oxford. He made 
acquaintance at that early age with most of the 
beautiful buildings about which he has 
since written so eloquently. The old Gothic 
buildings pleased bim most of ail— 
even the rugged Gothic of the North. 
He spent much time in Italy and in Switzer- 
land, which he says is a country to be visited 
and not lived in. He thinks that. such sublimi- 


ty of scenery-should only be looked upon rev- 


erently, and that those who view it habitually 
lose their reverence, and, indeed, do not appre- 
ciate it at any time. 

At Oxford he went in for the prize poem and 
won the prize, but he bas never been heard of 
as a poet since. But there is more of poetry 
in-his prose than in that of most of his.con- 
temporary poetical brethren, and if any man 
of bis time bas been endowed with the true 
poetic temperament, it is surely he. His ¢on- 
stitution has always been feebie and he can 
bear no excitement, and has been known to 
sink into such exbaustion from a little over- 
tension of the nerves that it has been very 
difficult to bring him back to consciousness, 


AN UNHAPPY MARRIAGE. 

Of course a person of this nature must have 
been very romantic in his youth, and he fell 
very Violently in love with a Scottish lady 
when quite young. Helivedina world of bis 
own dreams for a long time, endowing the ob- 
ject of his affections with every grace and 
charm. He was an exacting as well asa pas- 
sionate lover, and the lady was of far cooler 
blood than he. But after a variety of experi- 
ences such as fali to the lot of most lovers, the 
lady became his wife. Of course the world 
knows little of the inner secrets of that mar- 
ried life. for John Ruskin is not 
a man to cry his sorrows in the mar- 
ket-place, but the world does know 
that the marriage proved very unhappy, and 
that it was finally followed by a separation. 
Of course, there was a world of scandal at the 
time, which is now happily forgotten, for all 
this was very, very long ago, and the first 
scandal was as nothing compared to that which 
followed the lady’s marriage with Miliais, the 
great painter of whom London is so proud. 
There was no moral blame imparted to either 
party at the time of the separation, and it was 
understood to have been only one of the nu- 
merous cases of incompatibility of which the 
world is so full. | 

THE WORKINGMAN’S FRIEND, 

This most deplorable event in Ruskin's life 
was followed by long years of seclusion. He 
never went much into society, but after this 
he lived in almost utter solitude for years, 
writing his wonderful books and making long 
stays in Venice and other distant cities. He 
was born to wealth and never had to trouble 
himseif about the more prosaic affairs of the 
world.

He bas also a great contempt for some of the 
feats of modern science, and exclaims some- 
where: The scientific men are as busy as 
ants examining the sun and the moon and the 
seven stars; and can tell me all about them, I 
believe, by this time, and how they move and 
what they are made of. And I do not care, for 
my part, two copper spangles how they 
move or of what they are made. I can’t move 
them any other way than they go, nor make 
them of anything else better than they are 
made.“ 

HIS “MODERN PAINTERS.” 

It is over forty years ago that Ruskin startled 
the literary and artistic world with that mar- 
velous book entitled, Modern Painters; Their 
Superiority in the Art of Landscape Painting 
to All the Ancient Masters.” The title 
contained the argument of the book, and 
ft was a monumental heresy to utter 
at that time. Not that there was the least 
doubt as to ite truth, but no voice had then 
been raised to prociaim it. The English worid 
at that time were blind worshipers of Claude 
and one or two other old masters, and here was 
a daring youth—reminding one of David with 
his sling—going forth to do battle against 
all the received art opinions of his day, and 
boldly proclaiming Turver a better painter thun 
Claude. Salvator Rosa, Gaspar Pousain, and 
the various Van-Somethings who bad until that 
time held undisputed sway in conventional art 
circles. The young Oxford graduate was 
greeted with a perfect tempest of ridi- 
cule and denunciation. Every critic in 
the land hurled his lance at him, and 
every artist looked upon him with sovereign 
contempt. The young Oxford man would not 
down, but valiantiy heid his ground. He pos- 
sessed genius, profound conviction, and a mag- 


pificent self-conceit, and he buried back des- 


ance to the whole art-clan and rode forward. 
Criticism bent upon the book in vain. 
body read it and everybody talked about it, 
and it conquered criticiem at last. No such 
sensation in the art line bas been made in Rus- 
kin’s day. His teachings in the course of a 
few years weil-nigh revolutionized art opinion 
in England. The sum and substance of it was 
Nature against conventionality, 
look at Nature with their own eyes and judge 
art by the help of Nature. This seems simpie 
enough today, but it was a new doctrine in 
Ruskin's youth. 
THE PRE-RAPHELITES. 

Ruskin has always been an extremist in 
everything, and be went so far as to denounce 
Raphael's Charge to Peter on the grounds 
that the Aposties are not dressed as men of 
that time and place would have been when 
going out fishing. He held to an almost brutal 
realism in everything, and preached his doc- 
trine whether men would hear or whether they 
would forbear. He soon rallied a little coterie 
of artists about him and formed a school 
styled the Pre-Raphaelites. The principal 
founder of the school was Dante Gabriel Ros- 
setti, since better known as a poet than an 
artist. He held his little court in London for 


many years, and a great number of young men. 


rters at first 


sat at his feet. His chief su 
These latter 


were Holman, Hunt, and Mill 
soon left Rossetti far behind in execution, 
but Rossetti was the éoul of the movement. 
He had received his inspiration. directly from 
Ruskin. Among the reminiscences of this art 
movement are Oscar Wilde and the esthetes of 
London today, with their symphonies in 
blue ana their arrayments in. yeflow, and 
the hideous females who go about London 
drawing-rooms in limp dresses of sulphur 
color and sage green loosely hanging from 
their shoulders, after the manner of ancient 
Greece.

this horde of the carriers of the sunflower and 
knights of the lily—and, although some of the 
better class have repudiated the antics of their 
followers, the movement known as Pre-Rapha- 
elitism has really been an artistic success. 
Ruskin followed the Modern Painters "’ in 
due time with his Seven Lamps of Architect- 
ure and his Stories of Venice.” They 
‘were musterpieces of eloquent description and 
rhetoric. No such vivid writing had been seen 
for many a day, and no such zealand earnest- 
ness. The wealth of gorgeous imagery was 
dazzling; the declamation imparted to it the 
eloquence of an earlier day, and the lofty 
thought and moral purpose were peculiarly the 
author’s own. The books exerted a remarka- 
ble influence. He has written much since, but 


he bas never reachea the hight he attained in | 


these earlier books. 
VERY LIEBE CARLYLE. 

As he grew older be grew dogmatic and 
crotchety in the extreme. He imitated Carlyle 
in bis scoldings, and indeed was much 
influenced by Carlyle in many ways. 
He bas always been an impracticabie theorist, 
and in these latter years be has put forth a 
thousand foolish and subversive vagaries. 
People have not taken him quite seriously for 
some time. They laugh at his follies, ridicule 
his philanthropic schemes—of which he has an 
intinit number, for he is a man of the kindest 
heart—they tell excruciating stories of his 
colossal self-conceit, and they go home and 
read his books because no such books can be 
found written by any other man, searen they 
never so widely. He has alwars been a 
wrone-headed man, entirely out of accord with 
the world around him, and consequently al- 
most sure to be on the wrong side 
of every practical political question. 
He and Carlyle had much in common 
in all this, and it would have been a rich treat 
to have heard Ruskin proclaiming his political 
reed, I am a King’s man, and no mob’s 
man, and to bave heard Carlyle answer with 
denunciations of his millions of fellow-coun- 
trymen, ** madly fools.’’ 

Ruskin lives in one of the most beautiful of 
London suburbs—on Denmark Hul, at the 
soutn side of the river, near Dulwich and the 
exquisit Sydenham slopes, where the Crystal 
Palace stands. His home is beautiful, filled 
with woncerful art treasures and numberless 
books with many rare and costly editions, He 
has lectured much at Oxford, and of late years 
his lectures have been so crowded that tickets 
bad to be procured to attend them. This when 
the lectures of the most learned Professors of 
the university are often given to a begrariy 
arrhy of empty boxes. 

THE PROPHET AND HIGH PRIEST OF 
NATURE. 

But Ruskin is an old man now and very 
feeble, and may be dead before these lines see 
the light, and the judgment of the world has 
long been made up regarding him. 

He is the Prophet and the High Priest of 
Nature. To him she reveals ber mysteries, and 
he interprets. them to a dull and common- 
place world in language as glowing and im- 
passioned as that of the propbets and priests 
of the olden time. : 

No man apparently bas seen the sea as 
Ruskin has seen it—not even Byron, who 
wrote so majestic a hymn to 


very soul transfixed 
awe; no one like him has felt the 
boly stillness of the forest aisles, or described 
like him even the tiny wild flowers of the 
fields. And he has not only seen their outward 
giories, but he bas interpreted their hidden

upon some twenty of our leading bankers, 
merchaats,- and treasurers of large manu- 
facturing corporations to learn their views of 
the present state of trade and their opinions as 
to the immediite future. These men are both 
shrewd and experienced, and their judgments 
are well worth being communicated through 
your columns to the business community of 
the West. Most of them, while expressing 
their sentiments freely, desired that their 
names might not be used, and I will merely

add that there are none in this community 


whose opinions are more worthy ot considera- 


tion, and none whose names, were their names 


used, would give greater weight to what they 


said. 

Their unanimous opinion, without a dissent- 
ing voice, was that the business outlook had im- 
proved, was improving, and that the country 
appeared to have entered upon & stage of pros- 
perity in marked contrast to the depression of 
the last few yeara. A leading banker stated 
that all the important crops—save only wheat 
and hay—were abundant and assured. The 
corn and cotton crops would doubtless be the 
largest ever garnered, unless some unlooked- 
for misfortune overtook them within the next 
two weeks. The infiux of foreign goods prom- 
ised to be bat moderate, and our agricultural

Punta Arenas (Straits of Magellan) Letter to 
New York Sun: There used to be a place called 
Patagonia, and one can still find it referred to 
in old geographies, but by the combined efforts 
of Chili and the Argentine Republic it has 
been wiped. off the modern maps of the world. 
The United States Ministers at the Capitals of 
the two'Republics named assisted in dissecting 


the territory and were presented with beauti- ‘ 


fui and costly testimonials as tokens of the 
artistic manner in which it was done. This fact 
is. respectfully disclosed to the attention of the 
Hon. Richelieu Robinson, whose opposition to 
the practice of permitting United States officials 
to receive “ baubles from foreign potentates 
has made him very unpopular in the diplomatic 
service. This work was done with the 
knowiedge and consent of the Government at 
Washington, and undoubtedly prevented a war 


‘between Chili and the Argentines, as both na- 


tions bad designs upon the Patagonian terri- 
tory, and hed for years been studying how to 
eal it decently. The diplomatic correspond- 
ce on the subject would fill volumes, and 
had grown rather belligerent, when the Min- 
ister at Chili proposed that he and Minister 
Tom Osborne at Buenos Ayres take the mat- 
ter in hand. 
a THE DIVISION. 
The telegraph line between the two Capitals 
was hot with messages lor several months, 


until finally it was agreed that the western 


boundary line of Chili should be extended 
down the coast, and then run eastward just 
north of the Straits of Magelian, so that the 
Argentmes should have the pampas, or prai- 
ries, and Chili the straits and the islands. The 
map of Chili now looks like the leg of a very 
tall dude, long and jean, with a very: bigh in- 


step and several conspicuous bunions. 


It was Very smart in Chili to get control of 
the Straits of Magellan, that great interna- 
tional highway through which ail steamers 


must go, and the archipelago along the western 


coast, comprising thousands of islands which 
have never been explored, but which are be- 
lieved to be rich in what the world holds valu- 
abie, also fell to hershare. But the Argen- 
tines got the best of the bargain in broad 
plains, rich in agricultural resources, rising in 
regular terraces from the Atlantic seaboard to 
the summits ot the Cordilieras, whose snowy 
crests stand like an army of silent sentineis, 
marking the line upon which the two republics 
divide—plains as broad and useful as those 
which stretch between the Mississippi River 
and the ranges of Colorado, as good for cattle 
as they are for corn. 


It was a rather unusual proceeding, this par- 


tition of the Patagonian estates. It is com- 
moniy the custom to divide propegty after the 


owner's death; but in this instance the inherit- 


‘abce was first shared by the beirs, and then the 
owner was mercilesiy slaughtered. They 
catied it a grand triumph of the genius of civil- 
ization over the barbarians, and the success of 


_ the scheme certainly deserved such a designua- 


tion: but in this case as in many others the 
impediment to civilization was, swept away in 
a cataract of blood. 
Gen. Roca, the President of tne Argentine 
Republic, was the author and the executor of 
the pian of civilizing Patagonia, and he did it 
as the early Spanish Conquistadors introduced 
Christianity inte America, with the keen edge 
of a sword. His success won him military 
glory and political honors, and made him what 
wpe is today, the greatest of the Argentines, 
THE RACES OF PATAGONIA. 
There were originally two great nations of 
Indians in what was known as Patagonia, but 
the Spaniards called them all Patagonians, be- 
cause of the enormous footprints they found 
upon the sand. The early explorers reported 
them to bea race of giants. The first white 
man that interviewed these people was Magel- 
lan, the great navigator, who discovered the 
straits which bear his name, and was the first 
to enter the Pacific Ocean. He had with him a 
romanver by the name of Pigafetta, who gave 


the world a great amount of interesting infor- 


mation without regard to accuracy. All the 
navigators who followed Magellan felt in duty 
bound to see and describe as amazing things 
as their predecessor bad witnessed, and even 
went much better in their endeavors to keep 
up the Furopean interest in the new world. 

ence fables tound their way into history in 


the aixteanth century, which are still repeated, 


but have no more foundation than the tales of 
the warrior women who gave a name to the 
greatest stream on earth. 

This man Pigafetta, for example, says that 
the Patagonia Indians were of that biggeness 
that our menne of meane stature could reach 
up but to their waysts, and they had bigg 
voyces so that their talk seemed lyke unto the 
roar of a beaste.“ Ilo order to secure credit 
fer courage the early navigators told astonish- 


ms yarns about the fierceness of these Indians, 


and they still bave a reputation for fighting 
which is no doubt weil founded. Kum and 
disease have, however, made sad work among 
the race, which isin its decadence, and the 
ambition of the Patagonian now is only equal 
to that of the North American Indian—that is, 
to get enough to eat with the least possibie la- 
bor. They bang around the ranches to pick 
up what is thrown to them in the way of food, 
stealing and begging, and occasionally bring- 
ing in skins to the settlements to exchange for 
fire-water. : 

Later explorers discovered that there were 
two distinct races among the aborigines: first 
the canoe Indians of the coast and second the 
hunters of the Interior, who are expert borse- 
men, raise cattle, and resemble the Sioux of the 
United States or the Apaches of the Mexican 
border. The two nations spoke languages en- 
tirely different, and had nothing of resem biance 
in their manners or habits of life. Those of 
the south, wifo extended over into the curious 
islands‘of Terra de! Fuego, are ugiier in ap- 
8 fiercer in disposition, and are be- 

sved to be cannibals. In fact, there is a re- 
cent instance of man-eating in the Straits of 
Magellan which appears to be authentically re- 
ported. The canoe Indians are called Tehuel- 
che, and the horsemen of the north, the plains 
or pampsa Indians, are called Chenna. The 
latter appear to be closely allied to the Arauca- 
nians of Chili, a race which the Spaniards 
were never able to subdue, but with which 
they have intermarried extensively, and pro- 
duced the present peon or Roto“ of Chili, 
who bas all of the vivacity and impulsiveness 
of the Spaniard united with the muscular de- 


e the courage, and the endurance of 
the lan, 
THE CHENNAS. 


Of tne physical qualities of the Chenna Indi- 
ans there can be no doubt, although the early 
explorers saw things with nitying glasses, 


and were somewhat given to eXagzeration. The 


only man who can speak fairly of them is Lieut. 
Musters of the English navy, who spent two 
years among these savages, and was adopted 
jato their tribe. He explored the entire length 
and breadth of Patagonia, and has told the Ar- 
gentines and Chilanos about all they know of 
their savage neigbbors. Their stature is gen- 


evaliy above six feet, Musters says, and many 


of them are seven feet in hight, are excced- 
ingiy well proportioned, bave amazing powers 
ot endurance as well as muscular development, 
and can travel without food or water for days. 
The women are smaller than the men, being 
dwarfed by early manual labor and child-bear- 
ing, as it is d common thing tor them to become 
mothers at 13 and 14 years of age. They live in 
te of hides, caiied *‘toldos,” are polyga- 
and clothe themselves with the skin of 
the guanaco or mountain deer, the hairy side 
in, and the outside painted brilliantly. 

They huve large herds of cattle and pienty of 
horses, but where their animals came irom is a 
problem yet tobe solved.

ä DISCIPLINING THE INDIANS. 

President Roca was then a General of cav- 
alry, and had won renown in the war against 
Lopez, the tyrantof Paraguay. He was sent 
with two or three regiments to giscipline the 
Indians, and be did it in a way that was as et- 
fective as it was novel. Wuile the Indiens 
were in the mountains with their cattie be set 
his soldiers to work, several thousand of them, 
and dug a great ditch twelve feet wide ana fif- 
teen feet deep from the mountains to the Rio 
Negro, scattering the earth from the excava- 
tion over the ground with such care as to leave 
nothing to excite the savages’ suspicions. 
Then, when the ditch was completed, he 
flanked the Indians with his cavairy and drove 
them southward on the run. Being ignorant 
of the trap set for them, the savages galloped 
earelesly along until thousands of them were 
piled into the ditch, one on top of the other, a 
maimed, struggling, screaming mass of horses, 
men, women, and children. Many were killed 
by the fail, others were crushed by those who 
fell upon them, while those who crawled out 


were dispatched by the sabres of the cavyairy- 


men. 

Those who were not driven into the ditch flea 
to the eastward hunting fora crossing, which 
the soldiers allowed them no time to make, 
even if they had had the tools. Shovels, and 
picks, and spades are unknown among the 
Patagonians, and as they are the wards of no 
nation, muskets and ammunition bad never 


been furnished them to do their fighting with.“ 


It was very much suche chase as Chief Joseph 
of the Nez Perces gave Gen. Howard in the 


‘Northwest a few years ago, and finally ended 


in Gen. Roca driving the Indians into a cornér, 
with the impassable Rio Negro behind them, 
where the slaughter was continued until most 
of the warriors fell. The remainder were made 
prisoners and distributed around among the 
several regiments of the Argentine army. in 
which they have proven excellent soldiers. 
The women and children were sent to the Ar 
gentine cities, where they have since been held 
in a state of semi-siavery by families of of- 
ficiais and men of influence. Tne dead were 
never counted, but were buried in the ditch 
which encompassed their destruction. 
Northern Patagonia was thus cleared of sav- 
ages, and civilization stretched out its arms to 
embrace the pampas, which are now being 
rapidly populated with ranchmen. The grass 
is very similar to that of our own great plains, 
but water is more plentiful and regular than 
in the Southwestern Territories of the United 


States. Toward the Andes there is some tim-. 
Graz- | 


ber, and the foot hills are weil wooded. 
ing land in this country is sold at a nominal 
price by the Argentine Government, or is 
leased to tenants for a term of eight years, in 
lots of 6,000 acres, at a rental of 8100 per year. 
Locations near the cities, of course, cost more 
money and are bard to get, as they are already 
occupied by people who secured tities to the 
lands years ago by “concessions” from Con- 
gress or other means. 


THE SCHEME OF A NEW YORK CAPITALIST. 

Notlongago the United States Consul at 
Buenos Ayres received a letter from a New 
York capitalist, in which the latter proposed 
that they should pool their issues and secure a 
* concession from tiie Argentine Government 
to gather up the wild cattie on the pampas. The 
capitalist, who bad been overhauling his geog- 
raphy, discovered that. immense nerds of wild 
horses and cattie are roaming .ownerless upon 
the pampas of the Argentine Confederation 
and Patagonia,” and thought it would bea good 
scheme to take a lot of Texas cowboys down 
and corral them if the permission of the Gov- 
ernment could be obtained. He proposed that 
the Consul should receive such permission, 
While he would furnisn the cowboys and the 
necessary capital, and the two would become 
partners in the Patagonia cattle trade on an ex- 
tensive scale. 

The astonished Consul did not answer the 
letter. It was a tempting scheme, but there 
were several obstacies in the way of its suc 
cess, the first being the fact that there are no 
wild cattie on the pampas, and never have 
been. The Indians had large herds which 
were absorbed by prominent officiais when 
Gen. Roca concluded his scheme of extermina- 
tion, but it would be quite as reasonable to 
make snch a proposition to the Govérnor of 
Colorado, There are about 16,000,000 cows, 
5,000,000 horses, and 100,000,000 sheep grazing 
on the pampas of the Argentine Republic and 
Patagonia, but they are all properly branded 
and valued at something like $400,000,000. The 
annual number of beeves sigughtered reaches 
nearly to 4,000,000 and about 10,000,000 sheep 
are turped into mutton each year. 

The Argentines think that their country is to 


“be the greatest in cattle and wool productien 


in all the world, and the figures loom up very 
much like it, as the increuse within the last 
twenty years has been about 400 per cent. At 
present the Argentine Republic has more sheep 
than any other nation, but the value of the 
wool product is less by one-third than that of 
Austraiia, because the fleece is so much 
hgbter. Theclip per animal in Australia is 
worth about $1, while in Argentine it selis for 
about 50 cents.

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‘A Forthcoming Translation or 8 
Much-Abused and Hven More 


The Task Undertaken by M. Moise 
Schwab of the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale of Paris. 


An Insicht into the Writing as It Will 
Be Presented Olothed in Saxon 
Garb. 


-The air of mystery that has for many cent- 
uries hung round the Talmud is likely before 
long to be finally dispelled; and some little stir 
has been created in literary circles by the an- 
nouncement of a forthcoming English transla- 
tion of the much-abused, and even more mis- 
understood, compilation of the Rabbins. The 
task of rendering the venerable book into the 
vernacular has been undertaken by M. Moise 
Schwab of the Bibliothéque Nationale at Paris. 
This scholar has already distinguished himself 
in the field of Rabbinical literature, having for 
some years been engaged upon a French ver- 
sion of the Talmud, of which five volumes 
have recently appeared. The first was printed 
at the costof the French Government. He is 
now busy upon an English translation after 
the model of the French. The first tasciculus 
has passed into the printer’s hands. and, un- 
less something unforeseen interposes, the 
“Tractate Berachotu. of 
the Jerusalem Talmud—to which, for the pres- 
ent, M. Schwab confines himself—wili ina 
short time be presented to the reading world 
in its Saxon garb. 

Considering the enormous amount that has 
been written for and against the Talmud, the 
polemics it has inspired, and the discussions it 
has provoked, the only wonder is that a trans- 
lation into some modern tongue has not long 
ago been made, rendering the work accessible 
to students, setting at rest the doubts of the 


credulous, and satisfying the legitimate curi- 
Osity of the many. Attempts have been made, 
though not often, to reproduce in Latin, 
French, and German single Tractates, as well 
as the Mishnic text, but these attempts have 
proved singularly infelicitous, and as singular- 
ly unsuccessful. The seventeenth and eight- 
eentn centuries produced quite a pientiful 
crop of Latin renderings, none of any particu- 
lar merit. In 1770, or so, a clergyman named 
Rabe published a very. creaitable German rend- 
ering of the Mishnah. In 1831 the Abbé 
Chiarini undertook a French translation of the 
Talmud proper, inciuding the Gemara. He 
brought out a first volume, and there stopped. 
A Jewish scholar named Pinner tried his hand 
at a German version in 1840, with the same re- 
suit as the Catholic cleric. These tentative 
renderings were more or less inaccurate, frag- 
mentary, and incomplete, The German Rabe, 
for example, stumbled at the very first word, 
Me’ emathal, From what time,” and trans- 
lated it incorrectly. In like manner the Jew 
Pinner came to grief in the very first line of 
the very first extract, and rendered Abede 
Garmania **a German slave,“ under the im- 
pression that the Jewish ascribes referred to the 
modern eupire of that name. Unfortunately, 
too, the Talmud has always been translated tor 


the versions before mentioned reflect far more 
faithfully the bias ot the authors than me Tal- 
mudic original they are intended to reproduce. 
Of most of the selections and compilations 
made in late years, the less said the better; 
they represent the Talmud pretty much as the 
Schapira manuscript did the Book of Deuter- 
onomy. : 

GROSSLY EXAGGERATED DIFFICULTIES. 

The difficulties attending the translation of 
the Talmud into a modern language have been 
grossly exaggerated. They have by many 
bere been pronounced insurmountable, and 
| quite a halo of mystery has been suffered to 
gather round the book, until it looms upon the 
literary horizon shadowy and indistinct, its 
features invisible save to the eyes of the init: 
ated few. The dialect in which it is written 
has been described as crabbed ’’ and barbaric 
to a degree, defying all attempts to reduce it 
to grainmatical rules. It has been represented 
to English readers as of enormous extent, oc- 
cupying twelve hbuge, buiky folio volumes. 
Yet nothing can be more absurdly misleading. 
Syro-Aramean is not nearly so difficult a lan- 
guage as ancient Sanscrit or modern Chinese; 
and the Talmud, so far from being of enor- 
mous extent, is comparatively insignificant 
in bulk. Printed in octavo, as it may 
be had, it occupies considerably less 
space than an ordinary edition oil 
Thackeray's works. The Patristic controversy 
about Jonah's gourd would fill a larger num- 
ber of volumes than compose the entire Tal- 
mud; and the literature connected, say, with 
the Tractarian movement would completely 
swampit. And yet the Talmud embodies the 
product of Jewish intellectual activity ex- 
tending over a period of 700 years; it contains 
all that survives of Jewish thought covering 
many centuries, all the literary flotsam and 
jetsam that survived the wreck of the Jewish 
nationality. A literature of which the out- 
come in every department during 700 years can 
be packed into a dozen volumes, and carried 
off under one’s arm, can hardly be regarded as 
enormous in bulk, and yet the vast extent 
of the Talmud is one of those stock facts 
which every writer on the subject includes in 
his literary outfit, and which is frequently al- 
leged as the great bar to an intelligible trans- 
lation of it. 

It is the peculiar form and method of the 
Talmud that constitute the real difficulty in 
the way of a good, and therefore useful, render- 
ing of the work. It is a maze without a plan. 
It is encycloptedie in its contents, though any- 
thing but encyclopedic in its arrangement. It 
deals with every imaginable topic that inter- 
ested men in the first six centuries of the cur- 
rent era, from recipes for curing the bite of a 
mad dog to philosophic disquisiuons on the at- 
tributes of the Creator. It is fragmentary, 
nonsequential, and discursive to excess. It has 
been described as a literary beap, but is really 
a literary agglomeration. Nor is ail this diffi- 
cult to understand. The Talmud does not con- 
tain the dicta and opinions of any one set .of 
men of one age or of one school. It embodies 
the stray sayings and thoughts of more than 
1,500 Rabiins, living at intervaig as widely 
apart as 700 years, under circumstances and 
conditions of which, for the most part, we 
know absolutely nothing. Of the memoranda 
and longhand notes upon which the text 
and commentary were originally based, many 
were lost ere a recognized redaction was 
made, many disappeared afterwards, many 
were suppressed, and a good deal was conject- 
ured when the whole was in process of builid- 
ing. The so-cailed **Siburaim,’’ or “ Repeat- 
ers.“ of the post-Talmudio period played all 
sorts of pranks with their predecessors’ work, 
and were not above manipulating the compila- 
tion so as to make it read as they thought it 
should. In process of time the Syro-Arammean 
dialect feil into disuse, and was gradually for- 
gotten. Much of me Taimud then became un- 
intelligible without numerous giosses. These 
glosses slipped out of the margin into the text, 
after the approved fashion of those days; and, 
finaly, came the scissors of the church censors 
to make confusion worse confounded. It is 
scarcely surprising that the Talmud is full of 
allusions which are obscure, cryptegrams of 
which the key appeare to be lost, fables of which 
the point is unintelligible. and passages which 
are perpiexity of the critic. And yet much of 
what is missing must be supplied in any really 
useful rendering of the book. 


EXPLANATIONS NECESSARY. 


Apart from this the very nature of the Tal- 
mud renders it necessyry to accompany a mod- 
ern translation with such fuli explananon and 
comment as shall make the aliusions—of which 
the work is tull—clear, and the meaning mani- 
fest to those unacquainted with the methods 
ot Rabbinical teaching. The pupil who studies 
the originai obtains all this from the living 
teacher. Without it.the reader will gather 
some extremely absurd notions; for of the 
Talmud it is more especially true that the let- 
ter kills; it is the spirit that gives light and un- 
derstanding. An illustration of this we are 
enabled to cull from M. Schwab’s English 
rendering of the first part of ‘*Tractate 
Beruchoth, which is now before us. The 

discusses how the phylacteries are to 

be woru—an important matter with Jews. 
The text proceeds thus: At Babylon it has 
been taught that one must not put on the 
phylacteries if one is not like Elisha the man 
*with wings.’ A Roman order once interdicted 
them: a magistrate passed; the Rabbi 

who had on the phy lacteries saw him and took 
them in his hand; when the Roman asked him 
what he was carrying he answered they were 
the wings of a pigeon; and a miracie took place 
which metamorphosed them into wings and 
saved the Rabbi.“ To this curious story M. 
Schwab says nothing; be adds neither comment 
nor explanation. Tbose who read it as it stands 
will only look upon it as an improbable and 
In reality it is a _— 
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polemical purposes. The consequence is, that

obscurities and hidden allusions of the ori- 
inal, and thus enabies the Western student to 
enter into the spirit of its Eastern teaching. 
And yet we much fear this is the rock 
upon which M. Schwab is likely to come to 


grief. | 
MISCONCEPTIONS REMOVED. 

Still, it is something to have made a begin- 
ning in the matter of an English rendering of 
a book so much talked of and. written upon as 
the Talmud. The conceptions generally cur- 
rent about it remind us often of the medieval 
monks, who thought it was a man. and proud- 
ly wrote: Ut narrat Rabbinus Talmud—“ 80 
says the Rabbi Talmud!” A fairiy faithful 
rendering into the vernacular will certainly. re- 
move many misconceptions anent the 
and may possibly do more. Itis too early to 
discuss the merits of the projected version, 
but we append a specimen or two from the 
fasciculus before us to show what the Taimud 
will look like in Saxon attire. The following is 
the opening passage of tne work, which dis- 
cusses the proper time for reading the prayer 
known as the Shema’: 

MISHNA.—I. What is the proper moment for re- 
citing the Shema in the evening? From the hour 
the priests eater the Temple to eat the Trooma 
(heave offerings or obilations) until the end of 
the first watch. This is the opinion of R. 
Fleahar; the others) sages (wise men say: until 
midnight; and Rabban Gamaliel says: until the 
pillar of the morn ascend (daybreak). 

GEMARA.—" What is the proper moment for 
reading tne Shema, eh?” We have seen (by the 
Mishna) that it commences from the moment at 
which the priests enter in order to eat Troomaé. 
R. Hiya taught that it is at the hour at which the 


people usually return home on Friday evening to 


take their meal. It is added that these two opin- 
ions are almost identical. But wait! (we have an 
objection to offer.) When the priests enter to eat 
TroomA, it ts still day, and the stars are not yet 
out, whilst, on the other hand, when the people 
sit down to the Friday evening's meal, it is gener- 
ally an hour or two after nightfall. How, then, 
can we admit that the two opinions coincide? R. 
Yosse answers that it relates to the small villages, 
the inhabitants of which leave the fields be- 
fore nightfall in order to avoid the wild 
beasts. It has been taught that “he who 
recites the evening prayer before that 
hour has not fulfilied his obligation.“ If this is so 
why is it done at the synagog? R. Yosse replies: 
It is not recited in the synagog as a matter of duty, 
but, in order to remain in prayer after the study of 
the law, R. Zeira, speaking in the name of R. 
Jeremie, says: If one 1s uncertain of having 
said grace before meals it must be resaid, for it is 
a law written in the Tora: ‘When thou hast eaten, 
and art full, then thou shalt bless the Lord’ (Deut. 
viii. 10). If there is a doubt of having said the 
prayer, it is not to be said again, for it is only pre- 
scribed by tlie Rabbis. This is contrary to the 
opinion of R. Yohanan, who says: ‘Would to God 
that man would pray all the day, for prayer, even 
repeated, is never lost.“ As regards the question 
relative to the recital of the Shema’, this is a ques- 
tion to be resolved by the following rule: It has 
been taught that if the Shema’ is recited before the 
appointed time the duty has not been accom- 
plished. Now, is there not atthe moment preced- 
ing the time appointed a doubt whether it is day or 
night? Therefore, in case of doubt, the Shema’ 
must certainly be said.“ 

The foregoing is an Halachie or legal discus- 
sion. The following is a specimen of the Haga- 
dic or allegoric teaching, which may be com- 
pared with Matthew XX.: 

GEMARA.—When R. Aboon bar R. Hiya died, R. 
Zeira wept for him. It is said (Eccles. v. 11): 
The sieep of a laboring man is sweet, whether 
he eat little or much;’’ it is not written whether he 
sleep little or much, but whether he eat little or 
much. Of what does the death of R. Aboon bar KR. 
Hiya make us think (he died young)? Of a king 
who, having hired many workmen in his service, 
perceives that one of themshows more ardor in 
the work than the others, When he sees this, what 
does the king do? He calls him and walks up and 
down with him. In the evening the workmen come 
to be paid; he gives also a full day’s pay to the 
man he had walked with. When his comrades see 
this, they complain and say, We have been work- 
ing hard all the day, and this one who only labor- 
ed two hours receives as much salary as we do. It 
is, answered the king, because he has done more in 
two hours than you in the entire day. In the same 
manner R. Aboon, although he had only studied 
the Law up to the age of twenty-eight, knew it bet- 
ter than a learned man ora pious man who would 
have studied it up to the age of a hundred years. 


FROM POVERTY TO AFFLUENCE, 


THE GOOD FORTUNE OF A BALTIMORE 
BOILERMAKER—THE OYSTER SEASON. 

BaLtimore, Md., Sebt. 5.— [Special. —In a 
little two-story house on Federal Hill, this oity, 
lives Thomas Knight, a boilermaker, with his 
family. From poverty or poor man’s wages 
he expects to soon draw the interest on $50,000 
or $60,000 well invested in New York City, with 
promises of sharing iu an estate valued at over 
$1,000,000 in Baltimore. About eighteen 
months ago Knight received a letter from Louis 
Yenne, a real-estate broker in New York, tell- 
ing him that he was the owner of several val- 
uable unoccupied lots in New York City. 


Knight looked over old letters and inquired 
into family history and became convinced that 
the property in question bad belonged to his 
uncle, Columbus Knight, who died at sea eight- 
een years ago. The boilermaker went 
to Mr. Henry Stockbridge, a prominent 
lawyer, who at first thought there was 
no foundauon for the claim, but 
upon investigation found that Knight really 
had a good claim to the property. Aug. 17 a 
man who claimed to be Columbus Knight, and 
who said be was a wealthy Baltimorean, ar- 
rived in New York and went to see the lots. 
When he learned that Yenne, the real-estate 
agent, was trying to sell the property for 
Thomas Knight of Baltimore he became very 
angry and declared he was being swindied. 
Mr. Thomas Knight of this eity says that Co- 
lumbus Knight is an impostor; that there isjno 
such person living. His name is nét in the 
Baltimore Directory. My uncie,” said Thom- 
as Knight,. died at sea eighteen years ago. 
He was the only Columbus Knight I ever heard 
of. He left his property to his son, Silas 
Knight, who died shortly afterward. I am now 
the only living heir. I have the deed to 
this property made out to me and 
signed by Silas Knight. It was found 
a short time ago among the records in New 
Tork.“ The Baltimore property to which the 
Baltimore boilermaker is also one of the ciaim- 
ants is a large tract of land in the thickest- 
settled part of South Baltimore. The property 
is worth eight or ten millions. It belonged’ to 
Anthony Hook, who died many years ago. 
There are seven families composed of the 
claimants. They are ail descended from Hook’s 
daughters, of whom Knight's grandmother was 
one. Several lawyers are working up tne 
claims. The man Columbus Knight, the rival 
claimant -to the New York property, and who 
deciares he has owned the property for years, 
says he means to fight Thomas Knight in the 
courts, and will not give up the property that 
rightfully belongs to him, : 

The oyster season opens with the supply 
rather scarce and the outiook not good fora 
very big season. The cooler weather this 
week has facilitated the shipment of raw 
oysters West, and many refrigerator-cars have 
left here packed with the Chesapeake bivaives 
for Chieago, Cincinnati, ana other Western 
points. Western orders have come in more 
freely than usual at the opening of the season. 
Only tonging is allowed now. Dredging will 
not be permitted until Nov. 1. The police 
navy of Virginia and Maryland, numbering six 
or eight vessels, well manned and armed, has 
already begun cruising about the waters of 
the two States to prevent any violations of the 
law. The oyster packing induatry has be- 
come a most important feature of Baltimore's 
business. Oysters are not only shipped from 
here to ail parts of the United States, but also 
to Europe, where there is  generaily 
excellent market for them. The 
cove or cooked oysters, hermeticaily sealed, 
have obtained a worid-wide reputa- 
tion. C. 8. Maltby, a Connecticut man, 
was the first to start oyster-packing here on a 
large scale. This was in 1836. He confined 
his operations exclusively to the raw trade for 
a number of years, He had a line of wagons 
running between Baltimore and Pittsburg, and 
was thus enabiea to supply the West with fresh 
oysters long before the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road was opened up. The oyster census of 1880 
demonstrated the magnitude of Maryland's 
trade in oysters, and there has also been a great 
increase since then—fully oue-ütth larger. In 
1880 there were forty-five firms, with a capital 
of $2,338,300, occupying buildings in this city 
valued at $1,360,966. They employed 4,167 
males and 2,460 temaies. The total number of

1879-80 was 6,459,292, which required 25,546,780 
tin cans and 929,614 wooden cases. The total

Gen. Meade’s Venerable Widow The Story 
of the Strained Relations Between 
Grant and Meade. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 5. —I Special. ]|—To 
see Philadelpnia’s society in its most interest- 
ing phase you must spend a few weeks in 
Devon, or Bryn Mawr, or Jenkintown, or some 
of the other near-by country resorts. These 
are the places where Philadelphians and none 
but the Philadelphians spend the spring and 
autumn and some few of them the summer. 
There are many handsome villas at each, but 
the devotee of fashion admits that it is quite 
permissibie to live at the hotels, and all the 
„nice“ people, as the word goes in 
the Quaker City, visit and join in 
the fun at the big caravansaries. 
Under the hotel man’s big roof you see the 
representatives of all the wealthy castes of 
Penn’s broad town. The old, narrow, and ex- 
elusive element, the Binneys, the Biddles, the 
Merediths, and the Cadwaladers, all lawyer 
families, hold regal sway. Some of the later 
arrivals in the sacred inner circle, the wealthy 
Drexels for example, who got securely in 
about twenty years ago, or the Catherwoods, 
who still sell tea by the boxful, but who never- 
theless are now considered quite nice, sub- 
missively follow in the wake of the old green- 
cheese aristocracy.

What counts 
with the aristocracy is money, plain, hard, 
bright money, long In England 
when acommoner becomes so rich that there 
is danger of his power clashing with that of the 
nopility they generally find an excuse 
fer conferring some littie title upon 
him, thus making nis interests one with those 
of the classes of blood. 80, in this interesting 
Quaker City, it 1s gold and gold alone that 
opens the way fora newman into the set that 
claims to be of the Kingdom of Heaven, and 
even to get in with plenty of money is some- 
times the work of years. There are men and 
women in this town-whose long struggies to 
force themselves into this august set have 
made them forlorn and pitiable spectacles, but 
still they go on in the old way, season after 
season, rejected and snubbed. Tue same zeal 
and persistence directed in another channel 
would be sufficient to make them saints in 
giory.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 5.—| Special. |— 
For several years the Democratic boss of San 
Francisco has been “Chris” Buckley, keeper 
ofa small saloon. Although blind, he is a 
shrewd, unscrupulous, and dominant power in 
all Democratic conventions. He dictates nom- 
inations and appointments of subordinates by 
municipal officials. Bhortly after the inaugu- 
ration of Cleveland, Buckley visited Washing 
ton, and there is the best of reasons for believ- 
ing that he now practically controls the ap- 
pointments to positions in the Mare Island 
Navy- Yard, notwithstanding the repeated pro- 
tests of the press. The public has remained 
indifferent to the growing influence of the 
boss, and Democrats have quietly submitted to 
his will. Facts which have come to light this 
week, however, threaten to make things 
decidedly lively for the blind Bourbon leader. 
It has been developed during the trial in the 
Superior Court of the case of Bonnell against 
Taylor, involving the legality of claims against 
the city for sidewalk improvements, that the 
plaintiff paid Buckley $500 to have the case 
advanced on the calendar of the State Su- 
preme Court; aiso that J: F. Cowdrey, ex-City 
Attorney, got $100 for tailing to make an argu- 
ment in behalf of the defendants. The most 
serious phase of the matter is that the case 
was advanced to the head of the calendar, 
and that Buckley received $500 the 
afternoon it was decided.

WYOMING—"‘ BoB TARTER, THE 
OF THE STOCK-RAISERS. 
LANDER, Wyo., Sept. 5.— Special.“ Bob’”’ 
Tarter, famous in the stock-thieving annals of 
the borders of Montana, Idabo, and Wyoming, 
has been identified as the chief of the Teton 
Basin gang of horse-thieves. He has been ar- 
rested time and again for crimes, but such are 
his intelligence and shrewdness that he always 
escaped when the legal proof was called for. 
As an ostensible stock-man he has been located 
on the outer edge of one of the frontiers of 
the three Territories. His real occupation has 
always been, however, the 
his neighbors’ stock. Passing 
legitimate cattle breeder, he has bad the best 
of opportunities in the theft line, and has

never failed to improve them. Always in 


league and communication with open thieves, 
he has now thrown off the mask himself and 
organized and put in motion one of the most 
dangerous bands of villains that ever terror- 
ized a mountain border. Tarter has a genius 
for combination, and the desperate ruffians 
who acknowledge his sway work on systemized 
plans. Order and regularity characterize the 
pillage and the disposal of the plunder. The 
band has been largely reintorced from the des- 
peradoes whom flight last year saved from 
the Montana cord and bullet. The lawiess 
from all parts of the frontiers have gathered 
to him, however, ana his band is the aggrega- 
tion of all that is desperate and dangerous. 
The success that has attended his infamous 
operations, and the apparent immunity he 
enjoys, have made his name a tower of strength 
to the lawless element, and Teton Basin is 


looked upon as a sure refuge and haven of 


security. In the hasin itself is quite a settie- 
ment. Tarter is a man of family, as are also 
sume of his followers, and the basin has nota 
few’ women and children within its limits. 
Grain is raised, and garden vegetables, hay is cut 
and comfortable dweilings have been erected. 

This is the stronghold of the band. All its 
approaches are guarded by mounted men, and 
the detenses of the place itself have been care- 
fully strengthened. It is said to be so strong 
that half a dozen men of the desperate stamp 
of the gang can hold it against all assailants. 
The basin is the point to which all stolen horses 
are driven at once. Here have been built cor- 
rals for convenience in applying the hot iron 
that obliterates the owner's brand and replaces 
it with one better adapted to the thieves’ pecul- 
jar methods of stock-raising. On the rich 
grasses of the basin the stock run until recov- 
ered from the burning operation, when they 
are ready for sale. The thieves have been 
known to seek a market as far south 
as Colorado The internal affairs of the 
„colony are also systemutized. Supplies are 
regularly laid in from some railroad point. 
Green River, on the, Northern Pacific, saw 
wagon-loads hauled out by the thieves last 
fall. This season they propose to purchase on 
the Northern Pacific. 

. | AN INCIDENT. 

Au incident is related of Tarter’s life that 
shows his character inastriking tight. In 
1880 be was operating on Snake River, having 
aranch there. In that year the Indian De- 
partment shipped alarge number of wagons 
and farming utensils to the Shoshone Reser- 
vation. The wagons were loaded at che rail- 
road with the other property and sent to Pa- 
cific Springs, a point on the old Colorado & 
Wyoming Stage Line. Here they were 
parked for some business reason for some 
time. Tarter wanted a wagon and harness, 
and came over to the Springs after them. He 
selected his wagon, saw that it was loaded with 
harness, anc one night hitched to it and drove 
off, telling the watchmen they had better not 
say anything until morning. They followed 
the advice. was pursued the next 


Tarter 
morning, but no trace of him could be found, 


He had driven until daylight, when, unloading 
his wagon, he took it to pieces. He then dug 
a broad and shallow pit in the ground and 
buried therein both wagon aud harness. In- 
dian-Agent Hatton made a trip to Snake River 
a few months afterwards and recovered the 


harness—fifteen sets.

CHINESE COOKERY, 


EGGS WHICH MUST BE BROUGHT TO THE 
PROPER STATE OF PUTREFACTION TO 
SATISFY THE CELESTIAL EPIOURB. 
Visitors to the Healtheries last year who 

thought they sounded the depths of Chinese 

cookery by dining a few times at the Chinese 
pavilion would appear to bave been mistaken, 
says the Pall Mall Gazette. Not to mention oth- 
er aristocratic dishes, they did not taste rotten 
eggs; at least we do not recollect that these 
were in any of the menus, although‘they are 
among the delicacies of all properly organized 

Chinese banquets, and much more care is de- 

voted to bringmg the eggs to the proper 

state of i putrefaction than we ever 
devote to keeping them fresh. Ducks’ 

eggs are taken by preference, and placed in a 

mixture of quicklime, ashes, potash, salt, and 

decaying vegetable matter, which is worked up 

into a kind of pudding. They remain here a 

month or six weeks, and are then fit for the 

table of the gourmand. There is a popular 
belief among Europeans in China that the eggs 
are buried in the earth for 150 year; but this 
is adelusion. A gentleman who recently tola 
the Anthropological Society of France all 
about these delicacies stated that he tried 
to eat one in order to be able to 
describe his sensation; but he confesses 
that he was fairly driven off the field, 
leaving the egg victorious.

Connection with the Drop in

Five Per Cent Loans—Requirements of 
the Lenders—Heavier Sales of 
: the Week. 


A Quiet Market Hopes for the Fall Trade 
~Influencs of Railroad Schemes on 
Outside Property. 


The market isin a condition very satisfac- 
tory to holders of property and to agents, and 


buyers are gradually reconciling themselves to 


the higher range of prices. Investors have 
generally dismiseed the idea of getting proper- 
ty on terms that will return to them the old 
percentages, and there is every promise that a 
number of good trades will soon be closed on 
the present asking prices. The fall business in 
almost every class of realty is expected to be 
active. There was a fair trade in small bold- 
ings during the week, and the inquiry for acres 
continued to be an important feature. This 
inquiry is not confined to any particular local- 
ity, but naturally follows the railroad schemes. 
There were small sales on all three sides ot the 
city. Turner & Bond report a sale of ten acres 
to the south of the city and a good inquiry for 
other tracts. Renting continued fairly active, 
though it ig not quite late enough yet for the 
best of the business. Prices are steady at 
about the range of last spring.

The money market presents some points of 
special interest. Two or three houses reported an 
unusually large demand tor loans, and it is whis- 
pered that amounts running into the hundred 
thousands are under negotiation. A number 
of the borrowers are men who have been rely- 
ing on call loans at low rates for their supply 
of ready funds, bit who, on account of the ex- 
pectation of an advance in the market, have 
been called. Some of these people have de- 
pended on the East, where they could get 
lower rates, but they now turn their attention 
to the local sources of supply and look to their 
realty asa security for the loan. Board of 
Trade men are among these borrowers. Ina 
few cases it is no doubt true 
that the necessity ot borrowing has been 
torced upon them by the recent deciine in 
wheat. But the transactions have given no 
new strength to the loan market. There is a 
good supply of funds at 5 and 6 per cent, the 
quantity offering at the latter rate being almost 
unlimited. Lenders at 5 per cent are exercis- 
ing great carein placing their capital. As a 
general thing a margin of 50 per cent between 
the amount of the loan and the value of the 


property is not enough. They want 75 per 


cent. This is the more notable from the fact 
that we bave had no boom in real estate which 
has inflated prices, but merely a healthy rise 
in response to a strong demand. It would be 
hard to find anything in the world safer to 
loan on than inside business property in Chi- 
cago. It has been difficult to get it heretofore, 
and the supply now gvallabie 1s very small. 
but for some reason more of it than usual was 
obtainable as security for loans last week.

AN ELECTRIC STREET-RAILWAY MOTOR. 

Hamiiton & Stanley and W. G. McCormick of 
this city have bought the control of the States 
west of Obio of the motor used by the Bentley- 
Knight Electric Railway Company, and have 
formed a corporation which proposes to intro- 
duce this method of traction on 
the street railways. A pampblet is 
sued the Bentley-Knight Company says: 
“The tley-Knigh: electric tramway plant 
consists of a stationary source of power, en- 
gines, boilers, and dynamo-electric machines, 
which may be located at an extreme end of the 
line, at tide-water, or at a railway station, wher- 
ever property or fuel is cheapest; a conduit run- 
ning from the source of power to and along the 
whole length of the line, containing stationary 
and permanent conductors, which receive and 
distribute tue electric ourrent to the motors 
placed under the cars and geared to the axies; 
and a depending conductor which, passing 
through a slot in the conduit and sliding in con- 
tact with the stationary conductors, maintains 
unbroken connection with the source of power. 
Among the advantages claimed are ease 
with which the cars can be managed even by 
unskilled persons, the machinery permitting a 
slow or repid movement; the compactness of 
the car and its motive power; its freedom 
from dirt; and the saving in expense.

REFORMING THE REBATE SYSTEM. 


Commissioner Cregier intends, if possible, to 
change the system concerning rebates on spe 
cial assessments. _Scarcely an improvement is 
made, but more or less money is credited to 
the property-owner, as the assessment is in- 
variably higher than actual cost of the 
work. Many of the amounts, however, 
are. never called for, possibly because 
those entitled to them ao not know 
that a rebate isdue them. About $100,000 is 
supposed to be in the Treasury owing to this 
fact, and the City Treasurers have been drawing 
the interest on it. Commissioner Cregier says. 
that as soon as an improvement is finished the 
rebates should be reported to the Controller and 
the fact advertised in the newspapers 80 
as to give notice to the property-owpers inter- 
ested; and this is doubtless what will be done 
sooner or later. At present no one can find 
out whether a rebate is due him unless be calis 
at the special assessment department; and 
very few takethe trouble to do this, though 
they may be in pocket from five cents to $50 
by a trip to the City-Hall,

J. V. FARWELL 
TRADE DEPRESSION AND SILVER IN ENGLAND 
ARD GERMANY—THE HOME OUTLOOK. 

Mr. John V. Farwell returned home Friday 
after asix months’ absence in Europe. He is 
in exellent health and gained about fifteen 
pounds. 

1 was sick for six weeks before I went 
away, he said to a TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day, and went abroad for health as much 
as anything eise. I improved every day. 
The summer climate ‘of London, where 1 re- 
mained most of the time, is delightful. I made 
short trips to the Continent andto the manu- 
facturmg towns in England. The business 
climate over there is not so good as 
it is here. They are very much de- 
pressed. American interests are regarded 
with a good deal of suspicion on account of 
the depression of railroad stocks and bonds, 
which are held largely there. One thing that 
struck me as more singular than anything eise 
was the sentiment in favor of protection. Some 
wealthy bankers I taiked with wanted to see it 
inaugurated at once. England competes with 
Germany in oertain manufactured goods, and 
Germans work for less money than Englishmen. 
So the English people are talking of protecting 
their manutactories from German goods. 
Great interest is shown in the silver. question. 
One of the most influential directors of the 
Bank of England, a bimetallist, I understand, 
has 
subject. I don’t know how true it is, but the 
feeling there among a good many of the busi- 
ness men is that Bismarck is on the 
fence, and doesn’t know but he made 
a mistake in . demonetizing silver. It 
was done at a time when Germany thought Pee’ 
owned the world—she had just whipped Fran 
and a vast amount of gold was pouring in, — 
she thought she could go along on a gold basis. 
I think Germany and England are suffering the 
most today of any nations on the giobe, be- 
cause of their action in regard to silver, as 
All concede 
that the trade of the world cannot be done on a 
gold basis. We have always bad gold and sil- 
ver here to use for money. But the trouble is 
‘that the semi-civilized nations, which are now 
using silver and being cheated every day by the 
gold standard nations in their exchanges, are 
getting more enlightened, and it is reasonable 
that they should say: ‘It is unfair to expecc 
us to pay debts in one money and ask us 
to receive another kind.“ It is well un- 
derstood in England that they are 
as much opposed to other nations . 


* 


silver as they are to remonetizing it; that is, 


they think if the nations were to demonetize 
silver it would be a great catastrophe to them. 
So long as people are willing to take silver and 
give them gold they are very well satisfied, but 
when the boot is on the other leg it is an en- 
tirely different thing. I don’t think the pros- 
pect for trade is nearly as good In e us 
in America, as the competition with German 
labor is against them in some lines of goods. 
Everybody I saw in New York felt more buoy- 
ant than for years. The dry-goods men, par- 
ticulary, have more confidence than they meat 
bad in the outlook, They are having a 

trade with the South and 8 
—larger than they expected; and the 
prospects of the cotton crop, Ilearned. are more 
than usually good. Things look favorable for 
a large trade in Chicago. I think the demana 
from the country will be greater than next 
year. It is inevitable after goods go down 
year after year and people begin to feel that 
the bottom is reached that they will buy more 
freely. Stocks are smali, and low prices are 
an inducement to fill up.“

OUT OF THE WORLD. 
SUICIDE OF A WELL-KNOWN YOUNG MAN OF 
EVANSTON. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the body of 
J. M. Hess of Evanston, III., was found at the 
edge of the lake at the foot of Congress street. 
A deep gash had been cut in the left side of 
the man’s neck, and, as no knife could be 
found in the vicinity, it was believed that 
he had been murdered and thrown 
in the water. This theory was dis- 
pelied by the fact that the pockets had not been 
searched, a silver watch and gold chain, $1.15 
in currency, and a letter from Charles R. Drew 
& Co., underwriters at No. 162 La Salle street, 
concerning a policy, being found. There ap- 
pears to be no doubt that Hess committed 
suicide, driven to the act by despondency 
caused by adversity; he probably went to the 
lake to drown himeelf, but instead concluded 
to cut his throat, his clothing being saturated 
with water by the rain which tell during the 
night. At the morgue the body was fully iden- 
titied by D. W. Hess, a brother, who also 
believed that the deceased was a suicide. 
Mr. Hess was about 25 years old, and married, 
having been joined to a daughter of H. B. 
Stevens, a lawyer who resides at Evanston, 
about a year ago. There are no children. Hess 
was always of a jovial disposition, and was a 
great favorit where he lived. Of late he had 
drank heavily, a tact which strained his rela- 
tions with Stanbro & Watkins, commission 


ing, with whom he had been connected 
three years asa bookkeeper. He was toid that 
as he had ueglected his duties he must find au- 
other place, and that in the meantime be would 
be given work to do at night. This affected 
him deepiy and be became morose and taci- 
turn, offering a great contrast to his former 
lively self. They also believe that he commit- 
ted suicide. The firm has not yet examined its 
books, but no suspicions of embezzlement are 
entertained, though Hess occasionally 
went on the Open Board of Trade, 
where he figured conspicuously some years 
ago when he was J. K. Fisher’s confidential 
clerk and trusted man—a position he fiiled for 
along time. <A singular circumstance is that 
Morton Hull, a brother-in-law of Hess, com- 
mitted suicide at Dubuque, Ia., three weeks 
ago by cutting his throat. 


A WINDOW DISPLAY.

Grain freights continued quiet. There was very 
little inquiry for tonnage. This inactivity was not

Fourth—tThe overthrow of the arrogant domina- 
tion of the liquor league in the politics of the city 
and 


State. 
Fifth—A rebuke to the Democratic officers of the 


State, who have prostituted the metropolitan po- 
lice system to the basest partisan end, whereby 
the city’s good name has been scandalized, its 
peace and good order imperiled, and the efforts of 
honorable public officers to vindicate the law par- 
alyzed. 

On this platform the candidate stands square- 
ly. The city at present is dominated by the 
saloon influence, which prevents the imposi- 
tion of a license of $100, and it is upon this, 
largely, that the campaign will be fought. 

Gov. Gray has been appealed to by his Dem- 
ocratic brethren in Obio to come over and help 
them, but he has concluded that his official 
duties will preciude the possibiility of accept- 
ing the invitation. He may regret this decis- 
ion if Senator McDonald should go over there 
ana a Democratic victory ensue.
